She nad three years of the most. delightful “social 
life” any girl could want, for her home was the 
center of Washington society. Yet, two years ago, 
Miss Helen quietly returned to Bryn Mawr to 
finish her interrupted course. She has won many 
scholastic honors, and when she is graduated next 
June she will be equipped for self-support. 

“I was very proud of her when she told me 
that she wanted to go back to college,” her father 
said, simply. 

Nevertheless, her decision may doubtless he 
traced to his own long-held conviction. 

“TIT am going to give my daughter as good an 
education as I can,” he said six years ago, “so 
that she shall marry only when she chooses to 
marry and not because of circumstances.”

Legislature would approve a bill which would 
not protect the people against combine oppres- 
sion. 

For this reason we have given careful cgn- 
sideration to the letter of Rufus M. Potts, State. 
Insurance Superintendent of Illinois, to Repre- 
sentative Drake Watson of this State, on the bill 
submitted to the Missouri Legislature in accord 
with the report of the Insurance Commission. 

Mr. Potts did not, as the thick and thin advo- 
cates of the insurance bill charge, “butt into” 
Missouri legislation. His opinion was sought 
Mr. 
Potts was justified in giving his views. 

The opinion of Mr. Potts, however, must be 
judged strictly on its merits. Are his state- 
ments concerning the insurance bill true? Are 
his objections to the bill well founded? An ex- 
amination of the bill discloses no foundation in 
its wording for the principal objections he urges 
against it. 

Mr. Potts objects to the bill on the ground that 
the rates fixed by the insurance companies shall 
run for five years after the bill goes into effect, 
and this five years’ experience shall be taken as 
a basis for a judgment on the part of the In- 
surance Superintendent as to whether or not 
there is undue profit in the rates. . 

On the contrary, the bill empowers the Insur- 
ance Superintendent to investigate the rates at 
any time and to require all the records concern- 
ing the business of the companies for the five 
years previous to the investigation to be pro- 
duced—a very different thing. 

Mr. Potts objects to the bill because he says 
it fails to give the Insurance Superintendent full 
power to obtain information. On the contrary, 
the bill requires the insurance companies to file 
their rates and complete information, facts, 
standards, estimates, etc., upon which the rates 
are based. All of these records must be filed 
either with the Insurance Superintendent by the 
companies themselves, or filed with the Actuarial 
Bureau which in turn must file them with the 
Insurance Superintendent, and such records are 
open to inspection at any hour of any business 
day. | 

It empowers the Insurance Superintendent 
to make inquiries and to obtain all the informa: 
tion he requires from the companies or from 
Actuarial Bureaus with regard to business trans- 
acted by the companies; their records and all 
the facts bearing upon the business transacted in 
the State, the rates, and the basis of the rates. 

The orders of the superintendent with regard 
to the reduction of rates are subject to review 
by a court, but this right would exist without a 
specific affirmation of it. The bill merely author. 
izes the companies to continue to charge their 
rates until the court review is concluded, but 
requires that the excess of premiums over those 
ordered by the superintendent shall be set aside 
if the court finds the rates excessive. 

One of the merits of the bill is its provision 
for complete publicity. Every rate must be filed 
and open to inspection. The records upon which 
the rates are based must be filed and open to 
inspection. Discrimination is specifically for- 
bidden, and any changes in the rates must: be 
immediately filed. 


A measure of this kind, designed to effect a 
settlement of insurance rates to protect the pub- 
lic against oppression and the companies against 
harassment or injustice merits careful considera- 
tion. It is not to be expected that a perfect bill 
will be formulated at once. There are defects 
in this bill, but the principle of publicity and 
regulation upon which it is drawn is good. Hav- 
ing decided to treat the insurance companies as 
a combine, it is necessary -to frame reasonable 
methods of regulation. The regulation must be 
real. The regulating authority must have ample 
power. 

The bill bears evidence of careful preparation 
with these ends in view. It should be judiciously 
considered and acted upon without prejudice. It 
should be amended with care and with a view 
solely to substantial improvement. 

Criticism of the measure will have to be based 
upon better information and more accurate state- 
ment with regard to its contents than that sub- 
mitted by Mr. Potts, if the objections urged are 
to receive serious consideration.

Revivals are observed in most of our large 
cities and fn many places over the country. The 
times are ripe for them, It is an emotional period. 
The stress of hard times and the war have some- 
thing to do with it. The pervading religious sen- 
timent recalls a condition of our own Civil War. 

Then suffering and sympathy stimulated spirit- 
ual inclinations in both the people and soldiery 
of North and South. A chronicler tells of “‘ac- 
tive piety” among the Union troops, and a Gen- 
eral reported “a large religious element and much 
devotional feeling” in 1864. In the last year of 
the war a revival took place among Lee’s soldiers. 
In The Recollections of a Rebel we read “pray- 
er meetings were held in evefy tent. Testaments 
were in every hand and a sort of religious ecstacy 
took possession of the army.” The Bible Society 
of the Confederate States showed great activity. 
Bibles and volumes of Testaments were freely 
circulated; a large number of Bibles and Books 
of Common Prayer were brought from England 
through the blockade. The South Carolina Tract 
Society published “The Soldier's’ Pocket Bible— 
Iesued for the Use of the Army of Oliver Crom- 
well.” Many sermons, tracts, hymn books for 
camp worship, and “songsters” for the army were

THE STATE ADVERTISING AWAEDS. 

We may assume that the investigation into de- 
partmental expenses at Jefferson City will not 
be rendered incomplete and unsatisfactory by a 
neglect to inquire into the election advertising 
for which the State pays nearly $60,000 every two 
years. 

It was publicly charged during the™Mast cam-, 
paign that the system under which the awards 
are made is loose and extravagant. Letters were 
printed to the effect that if an arrangement could 
be reached under which more than one paper in 
a county would print the advertising for one fee, 
it would be “unhesitatingly honored.” If two pa- 
pers in some counties can afford to print the 
designated advertising and split the fee, it shows 
that in other counties with similar conditions one 
paper might print it for one-half the customary 
fee. An important principle of government is vio- 
lated when such awards are given out, not with a 
view to obtaining the greatest amount of publicity 
for the least money, but with a view to obtaining 
support for some official in a further run for 
office. 

Newspapers have a special solicitude in the mat- 
ter. They cannot insist on scientific business 
regulation of other expenditures and wink at ir- 
regularities from which as a whole they themselves 
benefit by a huge sum. The facts should be ascer~ 
tained and Jefferson City functionaries restrained

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COTTON FOOLS THE FARMERS. 

In defiance of short exports, of a Government 
report showing the 1914 crop to be the largest 
ever grown, of the largest surplus ever carried 
over from a preceding year, and of another Gov- 
ernment report indicating a 1915 acreage reduction 
of only 10 per cent, cotton continues with slight 
interruption its upward march toward a 9-cent 
level. 

This unexpected strength is ascribed to the vast 
abnormal waste of cotton fabrics by war, to the 
larger use of cotton fabrics by millions around 
the world as a measure of economy, and to the 
adoption of cotton, because of its cheapness, in 
the manufacture of commodities which have hith- 
erto not used it. 

Southern bankers and business men have a 
heavy task in financing this year’s crop for the 
majority of small farmers, whose pressing debts 
forced them to sell between 5 and 7 cents; but 
that task will be lightened by the South’s receipt 
of at least $125,000,000 more for its 1914 crop than 
it expected 60 days ago. 
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NO EMBARGO. 

With the probability that European capitalists, 
digging deep to pay war bills, will dump their 
three or four billions of American securities onto 
this market as rapidly as Stock Exchange limita- 
tions will permit, it is up to this country to cre- 
ate the largest possible credits in Europe as an 
offset. 

Therefore, the talk of an embargo on shipments 
of American foodstuffs and other supplies ta 
Europe implies either total ignorance of the 
commercial effect of such a step, or unlimited wil- 
lingness to suffer—and make everybody else suf- 
fer—for a sentiment. The high price of supplies 
is part of the price that everybody must pay for

’ Philadelphia Telegraph: All the tone of the 
letter and the facts stated present gratifying evi- 
dence that the Washington Government has per- 
sistently endeavored to maintain a strict neu- 
trality not only, but seeks. to compel recognition 
of its own neutral rights. Upon these it must in- 
sist, and it is there, if anywhere, that trouble lies. 
Belligerent Powers are not sensitive about en- 
roachments when deemed necessary for their own 
protection. 


IT GIVES THE FACTS. 

New York Evening Post: If any among us 
are misinformed regarding what the Government 
has done, and the reasons for it, the Government 
may well think it is duty to publish the facts. 
This is what the Department of State has now 
done. But for giving more heed than this to the 
ebullitions of popular feeling, on one side or the 
other, there is no reason. The President and 
his advisers must sail by a stirer chart than un- 
thinking outcry. They can get it only in the law 
of the land and the “public law of nations. 


REBUTS FALSE CHARGES. 

Philadelphia Press: This official statement 
does meet and rebut the charges of our unfriend- 
liness to any belligerent. Unless Congress un- 
wisely interferes we will continue to sell all the 
goods and arms that we can to any and all of the 
belligerents who are able to secure them. That 
some are excluded from the trade is an incident of 
the war for which we are in no wise responsible, 
but that fact does not permit us to refuse to sell 
to the others without violating our obligations as 
a neutral nation. 


DEFINES OUR RIGHTS. 

Boston Traveler: Perhaps the most cogent 
paragraph in the entire paper is that which says: 
“It is the business of a belligerent operating on 
the high seas, not the duty of a neutral, to prevent 
contraband from reaching an enemy.” The con- 
tention of the German sympathizers that the at- 
titude of the United States has been partial is 
clearly but kindly met with complete denial, Mr. 
Bryan makes it clear that every Government is 
committed to the practice of permitting citizens 
to sell munitions of war to belligerents and the 
executive would have no power to stop such sale 
without an authorization by Congress. ‘ 


WAY LETTER WAS WRITTEN. 

New York Sun: Mr. Bryan’s letter was writ- 
ten in reply to a communication forwarded to the 
State Department by Chairman Stone. Mr. Stone, 
who has a large German constituency, embodied 
the charges of unneutral acts on the part of the 
United States in 20 counts, setting forth specific 
instances of alleged favoritism toward the allies, 
particularly Great Britain. In the Bryan letter 
the administration attitude is summed up in one 
significant sentence: 

“It is the business of a belligerent operating 
on the high seas, not the duty of a neutral, to 
prevent contraband from reaching an enemy.” 

The effect of the Bryan letter on the pro-Ger- 
man sentiment in this country will be watched 
with keen interest. The forces favorable to the 
prohibitory legislation have been well organized 
and directed. The fact is recognized by the ad- 
ministration, which seeks to make its position as 
a neutral clear to the world and at the same time 
check if possible a movement that presents a 


serious political menace. 
REEP ON SELLING. 


Record: The most important 
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Austria-Hungary to buy here. But to stop all 
sales because the allies can buy and their op- 
ponents*cannot, would be to intervene on the side 
of Germany, seeking to offset the naval superi- 
ority of Great Britain. 

No change in our neutrality laws can be made 
while the war is in progress without helping one 
side at the expense of the other, nor would any 
be asked except for the purpose of helping one side 
against the other. 


FAULT FINDERS NOT NEUTRAL. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: The minor points 
covered by Secretary Bryan's note satisfactorily 
prove the honesty and the diligence of the Gov- 
ernment in conserving neutrality and in safe- 
guarding American interests. 

Free critics of the administration must have 
small comprehension of the difficulty of present 
conditions. No nation of the world is more hon- 
estly neutral and none must walk more circum- 
spectly. At the beginning of the war President 
Wilson not only declared national neutrality, but 
earnestly requested the citizens of the republic 
to assist him by maintaining individual neutral- 
ity. Those who are finding fault are not neu- 
tral; they are hampering and not helping the 
administration; they are men whose interest in 
a foreign war is greater than their interest in the 
fairness and honesty of their own Government. 


SHOULD SILENCE CRITICS. 

Baltimore Star: The letter, in the prepara- 
tion of which the President is understood to have 
exercised supervision, is a clear, forceful and con- 
vincing statement of incontrovertible fact and 
sound reasoning, going to prove to any mind not 
hopelessly biased, that our neutrality is being 
maintained as far as possible according to the 
rules of international law and practice, and in 
strict accord with a sincere spirit of perfect fair- 
ness. 

The emphasis placed upon our refusal to lay an 
embargo upon the shipment of war munitions is 
advisable. Not only would we by such a course 
adopt a practice never before adopted by an hon- 
est neutral, but so clear is the contention that we 
should thus be arraying ourselves effectively as 
a partisan and active aid of one camp that the 
German Government has formally disavowed the 
desire inferred by Teutonic sympathizers in this 
country that we should adopt such an attitude. 
Surely that disavowal should silence criticism 
upon this score, if considerations of pure logic 


cannot. Pat 


“IN A NUTSHELL.” . 

Philadelphia Inquirer: ‘There is no power in 
the executive,” so the joint production of the 
President and Secretary Bryan declares, ‘to pre- 
vent the sale of ammunition to a belligerent. The 
duty of a neutral to restrict trade in munitions 
of war has never been imposed by international 
law or by municipal statute.” ; 

There is the answer in a nutshell. A private in- 
dividual may dispose of ‘anything he has, con- 
traband or not, at his own risk. If he ships 
ammunition or any other contraband material to 
a belligerent and an enemy of that belligerent 
captures his vessel, he bas no redress. But the 
right to take the risk is absolutely his under any 
and every possible interpretation of international 
law and international customs. 

Naturally, partisans in this country of Ger- 
many and Austria object, but their motives are 
entirely selfisn. If the boot were on the other leg, 
if the ocean pathway to Germany and Austria 
were clear, they would be arguing for the right of 
those countries to purchase and the right of man- 
ufacturers in the United States to sell. Conse- 
quently their objections are based on no valid 
ground whatever. The manufacturer of this coun- 
try is not a partisan when {it comes to business. 
He is willing to sell to any nation under the gun. 
If it so happens that certain of the belligerents 
are not in a position to buy, that is not the a 
of the manufacturer.

The brushes are for “Tommy Atkins’ ” 
use in the field and are to be strongly and plainly 
made. 


A BIG ORDER. 

Philadelphia Ledger: From the Studebaker 
Corporation of Detroit and Chicago, the largest 
wagon making company in the world, the Scran- 
ton Axle and Spring Co. has received an order 
that will bring thousands of dollars in working- 
men’s wages to the city. The local company will 
make axles for a $15,000,000 contract the Stude- 
baker company received from the English War 
Department. The order will mean that the local 
company’s plant will be run night and day for the ‘ 
next year, and 20 additional men will be em- 
ployed, doubling the present force. 


BUSINESS IS BETTER. 

Boston Globe: Improvement in business, if 
not fast, has been steady and general of late in 
the United States. 

The tone of all the latest trade reviews is mark- 
edly cheerful. 

In many lines inquiries are more numerous. 

Reports state that industrial operations are in- 
creasing, with steel plants working at better rate 
and copper mines resuming. 

Automobile factories are gradually expanding 
outputs and the. makers of motor trucks are very 
busy. 

Southern cotton mills are running full time, 
some coal mines have enlarged production, and 
prominently located shipbuilders are answering 
an excellent demand for vessels. 


PROSPERITY INDICATIONS. 

Pittsburg Press: The predictions of bankers 
and manufacturers that there will in no distant 
future be general prosperity in the United States 
do not pay the grocery bills of the man out of 
work, but they are predictions with a substantial 
foundation nevertheless. That foundation is the 
enormous demand for our products from Europe, 
which ran our exports for December up to $246,- 
266,000, the largest (with but one exception) on 
record for that month.

The 
notable improvement in business conditions in the 
South in the last few weeks; as indicated in 
reports from merchants, cotton manufacturers and 
bankers from all over that section, is good news 
to the people of the whole country. This nation 
is not so large but that an injury to the commerce 
of one section is sure to be felt in all its parts. 
This is especially true when the cotton market is 
hit. The other sections of the country are not in 
competition with the South in the cotton-growing 
business. What it loses on its cotton the whole 
country loses. It has just that much less money 
to spend and the rest of the country has to 
help stand the shrinkage in the nation’s buying 
capacity. According to estimates made by ex- 
perts, since the Government report of Nov. 1 
the increase of 2 cents a pound in the selling 
price of cotton, with the corresponding advance in 
the price of cotton seed, has resulted in the net 
increase of approximately $120,000,000 in the 
cash value of cotton. And the outlook generally 
is for still further betterment in the cotton busi- 
ness and its allied interests. The South has been 
truly “hard up” for a season, and the fact that 
the “hard times” corner appears to have been 
turned, with better prospects ahead, is a matter 
of happy interest to the whole nation.

These responsibilities are in general di- 
vided in such a way that the directors 
attended primarily te tke financial af- 
fairs of a corporation leaving the ac- 
tual conduct of operatuns to the effi- 
cers. e* ¢s8 

“Labor policies are initiated and de- 
termined by the officers, whose effi- 
clency is largely measured by the har- 
mony and good will which they are 
able to maintain between the company 
and its employes. It is not customary 
to submit labor policies to a board of 
directors for action.’’ 


Placing the R nsibility. 
Rockefeller stated that such “offi- 


cers’ in the case of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co. were L. M. Bowers, chair- 
man of the Executive Board, and J. 
F. Welborn, president. 

Chairman Walsh: Have you knowl- 
edge yourself of any other execu- 
tive official who is responsible for 
labor conditions? 

Rockefeller: I would net know 
what other official. 

At the Denver hearing of the commis- 
sion these two executives were put upon 
the stand to state the manner in which 
they discharged their responsibilties 
with respect to labor policies and the 
workers. Bowers, who gave Bingham- 
ton, N. Y., as his place of residence,

HE most distinguished stage event 

T of the past week in New York, 

which witnessed an uncommon 
pmumber of important new offerings, was 
the world-premiere at the Metropolitan 
®pera House last Mopday evening of 
fimberto Giordano’s opera, “Madame 
Bans-Gene.” its libretto closely follow- 
ting the Victorien Sardou and BE. Moreau 
play of the same title. 

What was expected to prove a great 
music-drama of the modern’ school 
seems, unhappily, to have developed into 
@ serious disappointment instead. Even 
in the new field of music-drama, de- 
manding of operatic stars that they 
shall be master players as well as mas- 
ter singers, the truth is conceded that, 
as one reviewer points out, “for an 
opera to be a good opera, its music must 
surpass its other features.” It is in this 
essential that the Giordano work is de- 
clared to fail. The new opera revealed 
itself as very much more, “‘a play musi- 
eally embellished” than as a command- 
ing musica] enshrinement of a dramatic 
story, the score’s emotional utterance 
of which properly dominates its action. 
The deficiency here indicated is vital 
in its significance of a great task in art 
faultily performed. 

Geraldine Farrar, who already has 

‘gcored with her “Carmen’’ the biggest 
new triumph of the present Metropoli- 
tan season, was not so fortunate in this 
past week’s “Madame Sans-Gene”’ title 
role. She sang the part finely, it is de- 
clared, and she was dramatically satis- 
fying until that scene was reached 
where Caterina Huebscher, the former 
washerwoman, now become the Count- 
ess of Dantzig, nicknamed ““Mme. Sans- 
Gene,” is being initiated into the mys- 
teries of court etiquette. Here, it is 
complained, instead of acting as a 
French woman would under the tute- 
lage of her dancing master, Miss Farrar 
indulged in awkwardness to the unfor- 
tunate extent of burlesque. The result 
of this substitution of broad clowning, 
so to speak, for genuine low comedy— 
which is a very different thing indeed— 
was the creation of a deplorable blem- 
ish in the completed portrait. 

Giovanni Martinelli as Marshal Lefeb- 
vre, husband of Sans-Gene, is said to 
have given a fine characterization and, 
although his tone was hard and forced, 
to have sung with such intelligence and 
dash, and acted so freely, as to have 
won deserved distinction. The Napoleon 
of Pasquale Amato was superbly sung, 
but somewhat too strenuously played. 
Andrea de Segurola made a dramatical- 
ly excellent, though vocally bad, 
Fouche. The final verdict upon the new 
work’s premiere performance is that 
“the Metropolitan organization per- 
mitted a full display of the opera’s ex- 
cellences, which were neither pro- 
nounced nor numerous.”

Called to Front Just as They Were Preparing to Enjoy 
a Quiet Lunch, His Company Rode Into Shell Fire, 
Reconnoitered Disputed Farm and Greeted 
Daylight With a Sharp Skirmish. 


“VOLLOWING is one day’s entry 
fk in the diary of Capt. Nor 
man G. Thwaites of the 
Fourth (Royal Irish) Dragoon 
Guards. Mr. Thwaites formerly was 
a writer for the Post-Dispatch and 
was on the staff of the New York 
World when he _ volunteered for 
service in the war in Europe in the 
British army. He had fought in the 


Boer War as an.officer and soon after 
the commencement of the war was 
promoted to Captain. He was wound- 
ed in the throat in an engagement 
in the north of France and was sent 
back to England. After recovery in 
a hospital he returned to the trenches 
and is now in service. 


By Capt. Norman G. Thwaites. 


A fairly peaceful day at Neuf Eglize. 
The storm and stress of war has only 
lightly touched this little town. The 
market place is filled with all man- 
ner of British transport. The main 
streets and all hotels are crowded with 
khaki-clad soldiery. The principal resi- 
Gences are filled with regimental or bri- 
gade staffs, There is much scurrying 
uf motor cyclists. The small shops and 

““¢staminetts” are doing a roaring trade. 
‘In the distance can be heard a heavy 
cannonade. Once or twice we hear the 
snarl of the quick-firing mitrailleuse. 
Our peace is to be disturbed, however. 
An order to saddle up comes just as we 
were in hopes of a comfortable and lib- 
eral lunch in our billets. 

At noon we moved out into the woods 
to support the guns. At present only 
artillery appears to be engaged. Arrived 
at a farm, we had time to commandeer 
hay for the horses, but while they were 
munching comes an order to my squad- 
ron. Two troops are to proceed at once 
t.. the chateau and there learn orders. I 
am detailed to act as escort to a battery 
of artillery and off we go at a smart 
trot through the woods. Tertibly mis- 
leading are the forest paths. However, 
with map and compass I happily strike 
the right direction. Emerging on the 
far side I find my commanding officer. 

Gallop On. 

“Is the regiment following you?” 

“Don’t know, sir.” 

“Well, don’t wait—gallop on! Re- 
port to Co). Blank, Battery B; hurry 
up—you’ll find him there.” 

A large gloved forefinger, wet with 
rain, smudges on a map a spot to the 
southeast of the chateau. A rapid 
salute, a quick order and the two 
troops follow at a gallop. 

We pass the chateau, now brigade 
headquarters, and'admire the wonder- 
ful gates, inclosing a garden of ex- 
quisite beauty. A handsome stone 
stairway, with balustrade of Italian 
wrought iron, leads up to the main 
entrance. Smart staff officers with 
red-braided caps and scarlet faces to 
their collars loaf on. the terrace. 
French officers in more gaudy uni- 
forms, cuirassiers, hussars and artil- 
lerymen: é@éxchange greetings with 
their khaki-clad allies. A wonderful 
tower surmounts the edifice. I won- 
der how the Germans came to spare 
it. 

We found the battery already in 
action and hastened to report. Our 
position as escort was indicated and 
we trotted off to occupy it, but here 
we met unpleasantness. <A party of 
Germans had already crept up to it 
or had been overlooked and allowed 
to remain there. However, a regi- 
ment of horse was already attending 
to the enemy and a company of in- 
fantry was at that moment crawling 
along a ditch towards the unsuspect- 
ing Germans. We arrived just in 
time to watch a pretty bit of work- 

Under Shell Firc. 

A sudden outbreak of rifle fire, a 
cheer, the gieam of bayonets, and from 
the coveted position ran a score of grav 
forms. A few minutes later we trotted 
into the woods, hid our horses in a 
favorable position and made ourselves at 
home for the day while we kept an out- 
look for any possible return of our 
friends—the enemy. 

That they had not entirely given up 
all pretentions to those woods, we were 
presently made unpleasantly aware. A 
eteady shell fire was maintained upon 
our position and the fields in our neigh- 
borhood. 

Tt is a curious fact that one grows ac- 
customed to shell fire after a few hour's 
bombardment if the fire {is but main 
tained with regularity. If it be inter- 
mittent each outburst remains unplea- 
sant. To rifle fire one never gets ac. 
customed; at least, so I find. But, how- 
ever, Callous one grows to shell fire 
at the end of a prolonged bombardment, 
each morning one has to begin all over 
ugzain to learn indifference. 

Some of the men are asleep now, al- 
though shells occasionally fly close 
enough to crop the trees above us and 
scatter us with twigs and leaves. From 
the farm neor us have just arrived a 
peasant and his little daughter bearinz 
hot coffee and huge slices of bread and 
butter. The bread is of the homemad- 
sert—of nearly black rye meal. The me 
prefer it to the white ration bread 
served out by a grateful Government. 
Yet at home they swear at brown brea: 
as fit only for Germans. 

Off on Night Raid. 

At nightfall the firing gackens and 
dies. We can see only the flash of an 
occasional gun in the dusk and then 
silence. We listen. Presently we can 
hear the gunners limbering up. We call 
in. our outposts, 

“Stand to horses! Mount! Half sec- 
tions from the od walk, march!” and 
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but with an indication suggesting that 
he thought I should mind my own busi- 
ness. 

“But, my very dear sir, you are go- 
ing plumb into the enemy’s lines, un- 
less I’m vastly mistaken.”’ 

“‘Nothing of the kind, sir,’”’ he replied. 

“Look at your map, sir,’’ Was my 
farewell, and on he went.: In some 
perturbation I hastened my men to reg- 
imental headquarters, for that trans- 
port belonged to my brigade and all 
my comforts, kit, blankets, cigarettes, 
comforters, ete., were on those wag- 
ons. 

I reported the matter in the proper 
quarter with some trepidation lest I be 
thought a meddler. For all I knew it 
was possible we had driven the enemy 
back and out of Weston and the surly 
one gnight have been quite correct on 
that road in the dark. However, he was 
not, and a snorting, explosive motor 
cycle dashed after him. <A question of 
faulty map reading. 

I saw him later in the evening. The 
delay caused by my having challenged 
him just saved thé convoy. The cyclist 
caught him on the village outskirts, 


and as the transport turned back the 


enemy’s outposts (lying in wait) fired 
a few ineffective shots at them. The 
officer had the grace to be profoundly 
grateful. 

Arriving hungry and tired, and with 
visions of the joy of a warm meal and 
a quick tumbling into one’s blankets, 
our chagrin was keen when we found 
we were in for duty. In @ wretched 
little farmhouse hungry officers were 
scrambling over the Dutch oven for hot 
coffee. In a diminutive orchard peevish 
Sergeants were superintending the tying 
up of horses to the apple trees, Black

SURVIVOR TELLS 
‘OF STEFANSSIN 
“ARGTIC TRAGEDY 


Capt. Bob Bartlett Describes 
. How Karluk Sank to Strains 
of Chopin Funeral March. 


NEW YORK, Jan. #0.—‘‘It’s grand to 
read your obituary,’’ Capt. Bob Bart- 
lett of the lost steamer Karluk, which 
had carried the long-missing Stefans- 
son to the Arctic, told members of the 
Explorers’ Club last evening at their an- 
nual banquet in the Hotel Astor. 

The rich brogue of Cape Breton was 
still present when he added it was still 
g-rander to be receiving welcome of 
g00d friends. 

Capt. Bartlett's story of how the ves- 
sel which carried the missing explorer 
met its fate in the Arctic, and of the 
many adventures which he and the 
other survivors encounterea up to tne 
time of their arrival at Victoria, British 
Columbia, in October, has been told in 
telegraphic dispatches. 

That wire-borno tale was one of Arctic 
tragedy. The one Capt. Bob delivered 
last night went over the same ground, 
but in a different way. It was the 
sailor man’s first speech. He illustrated 
,every situation by diagrams made tin the 
oir, and never finished a sentence, but 
every one was so graphic with the lan- 
guage of the sea that they did not 
seem to need any sequence. Describing 
the loss of the Karluk in the ice, he said: 

“It was on Jan. 10, 1914. We had plen- 
ty of clothes and things to eat; I had 
that igloo built vut on the floe we were 
company with—never can tell what's 
going to happen in the Arctic—tve had 
lost the sun for 7! /s—the watchman 
came to me—I was Vsleep—it was about 
5 in the morning—and said a crack had 
opened in the ship. 

- Describes Sinking of Ship. 

“T felt her heel a little. The wind was 
increasing to a gale—dark as Egypt— 
sleet hitting you like needles. We 
brought up everything In the way of 
stores—mind you, the ship not moving 
at all—everybody busy except the cook— 
we put the retions on deck—nobody ex- 
cited, nobody wanting to take any sou- 
venirs. 

“But I know sailors. So I told them 
all to go to the igloo and I would stay 
on the ship—didn’t want any of them 
there when she was due to go down st 
any minute. The only souvenir I took 
was my volume of Omar Khayaam. Then 
she began to go under. I started the 
gramaphone—I put the flags on—I had 
heard one of the chaps in _ the 
Spanish war raising his hat and 
saying ‘Adios’ as his ship. sank: 
I remembere4 that, put Chopin’s dead 
march record on the machine and bea‘ 
it, and getting on the ice took off my 
Fat and said ‘Adios’ or something like 
it.’’ 

The war ha‘ essentially paralyzed ex- 
ploration, said Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Poary, retired, president of the Explor- 
ers’ Club, speaking at the dinner. Only 
those geographical expeditions which al- 
ready have started will continue their 
work, he sald. the others having been 
rostponed, In regard to the lessons of 
the war itself, he declared three things 
were vital to the United States—pre- 
paredness, a powerful navy, and the 
possession within our own borders of the 
means to conduct vigorous offensive and 
defensive operations.

Although the title to an eight-room 
residence at 3802 Castleman avenue ig 
in the name of Miss Stella Riddell, who 
lives there, two liens were filed 
with the Recorder of seeds  yes- 
terday, in attachment suits to recover 


money alleged to have been loaned to 
Frank L. Talbot, amusement proprietor, 
and until three months ago president of 
the Hippodrome Theater, 17 South Sixth 
street. 

That Talbot will be proved in court 
to be the real owner of the Castleman 
avenue property is the expectation of 
the. plaintiffs in the attachment suits, 
Seebert G. Jones, former Circuit Attor- 
ney, and Paul Griesedieck, president of 
the H. Griesedieck Malting Co. 

According to the records, the property 
was transferred two years ago by the 
Spring-Castle Realty Co., of which Tal- 
tot was an officer, to Miss Guasie Evans, 

a stenographer in the office of Vital W. 
Garesche, City Attorney, and one of 
V‘albot’s lawyers. The deed names the 
consideration paid by Miss Evans as 
$9500. She in turn transferred the prop- 
erty to Miss Riddell for a purported con- 
sideration of $10,000. 

Were Business Associates. 

Jones and Griesedieck, both until re- 
cently Talbot's business associates, 
charge that their claims represent mon- 
ey borrowed from them at various times 
by Talbot, for which they hold his 
notes. Jones’ claim is for $1800 and 
Griesedieck’s for $3274.25. 3 

These actions are‘the latest of a series 
of actions pending in the courts at the 
instance of Talbot’s former business as- 
sociates. Griesedieck is plaintiff in an- 
other suit for $7750, and Dr. William F. 
Kier of 3609 Lindell boulevard is plaintiff 
ir. a similar action for $2%0. Both name 
as defendant the Marsix Realty & Con- 
struction Co., which was organized Ly 
Talbot to build a theater and hotel vn 
the Blanke-Wenneker Candy Co. gite on 
Market street, between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets.

schedules in several parts of the city. 

Fears said about 30 automobile owners 
already signed agreements to enter the 
jitney service, and three east and west 
routes had been laid out. 

Thus far only 7-passenger touring cars 
and motor trucks have been entered in 
the jitney service. Truck owners have 
agreed to install bus bodies seating about 
10 persons. 

Because of the distance over which 
the cars are expected to be operated, 
Fears believed it would not be profitable 
for five-passenger cars to enter the serv- 
ice.

Eight Convicted by Jury, 

Eight defendants were sentenced upon 
conviction by a jury and 18 upon their 
pleas of guilty. Sentence was deferred 
in one case to give the District Attor- 
ney an opportunity to investigate to de- 
termine the degree of clemency that 
should be allowed by the Court. 

The sentences were the result of & 
five months’ crusade by revenue of- 
ficers under the direction of Robert 
W. Childs, a special Assistant United 
States Attorney-General, assigned to 
St. Louis especially to break up the 
illicit traffic in oleomargarine. The 
remarkable fact that during the last 
three years there had been but one 
conviction for violation of the oleo- 
margarine law, in the face of whole- 
sale violations, had attracted the at-

There were numerous affecting 
scenes in the Federal Court during 
the three hours occupied by Judge 
Pollock in passing sentence upon the 
defendants.

Shrapnel Fire Finally Drives 
Away German Craft That 
Dropped Bombs on Warsaw. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—A Warsaw dispatch 
to the Chronicle gives a thrilling de- 
scription of an air fight between a Ger- 
man Taube and a Russian biplane, 
which he witnessed in Warsaw. The 
Taube already had ineffectually thrown 
bombs upon the city, when over the 
roofs appeared a Russian biplane. 

“The Taube came round quickly, 
straightenea up and then shot down in 
a plunge so swift and steep that it ap- 
peared to be falling. The two machines 
passed abreast of one another at a dis- 
tance that appeared to be small, and 
as they came abeam the twinkle of 
pale fire, as the gun of the monoplane 
spat at-her opponent, could be seen. 

“Then they were apart again and the 
monoplane was climbing swiftly to re- 
peat the maneuver. Some minutes 
elapsed before the strategy of the bi- 
plane was apparent. The fight flick- 
ered away in dives and circles across 
roofs and threatened to pass out of 
sight suddenly.

THIRD OF NAMES 
REIECTED ON HALF 
OF PARKWAY LISTS 


Election Board Expects to Com- 
plete Its Work of Checking 
. Petitions by Tuesday. 


Election officials had . rejected 1237 
names of the 3544 checked on the park- 
way petitions up to the close of the 
canvass yesterday, but it was expected 
the petitions would be sufficient to sus- 
pend the ordinance for 30 days, while 
efforts will be madé By parkway op- 
ponents to get about 7000 additiona! 
names to force a referendum. 

Clerks yesterday continued discoyer- 
ing entire petitions on which every 
name was signed in handwriting dissim- 
llar to that on the registration books. 
Prosécuting Attorney Sidener will insti- 
tute proceedings against those who 
made affidavit that such petitions were 
signed by those whose names appear on 
them. Election Commissioner said it 
Was apparent that printed registration 
lists were copied. 

The rejected mames constitute 3 per | 
cent of those checked thus far. On 80 
of the 161 petitions filed,.there were 2307 
legitimate names, and if the canvass 
shows 1364 more valid signatures among 
the remaining 3671 names, the petition 
will have the necessary 2 per cent of the 
registration at the last mayoralty elec- 
tion. 

The Election Board has until: Friday 
to complete its canvass, but expects to 
make its report to the City Register 
by Tuesday. If the petitions contain 
3014 legitimate signatures, the parkway 
opponents will have 80 more days in 
which to submit enough names. to bring 
the total to 10,549, or 7 per cent of the 
registration. This percentage is required 
to force a referendum at the next reg- 
ular election in November, 1916, and a 
petition of 12 per cent, or 18,084, would 
require submission of the ordinance at 
a special election’ within 90 days. 

Mayor Kiel will favor a special elec- 
tion to decide the fate of the ordinance 
promptly, in the event 7 per cent peti- 
tions are filed eventually. To obtain a 
special election it is necessary to in- 
crease the petitions to 12 per cent. 

The parkway petitions were circu- 
lated throughout the cit,’ after paid 
agents had first obtained the names of 
property owners in the vicinity of the 
proposed improvement who were 
aroused by the prospect of having to 
pay special taxes for the ‘benefits that 
would accrue to their property. 

The petitions contained 7215 names 
when filed. It was said the prelimi- 
nary petitions were paid for at the 
rate of 5 cents a name, and the origi- 
nal plan was to seek the remainder of 
the necessary signatures by the same 
method.

UN WILHELMINA 
FOR Tht BELGIANS 


Relief. Body Makes Offer for 
Cargo on Boat Bound for 
_ German Port. 


LONDON, Jan. %9#0.—The Commission 
for the Relief of Belgium tonight an- 
nounced that it had made an offer for 


the cargo of the American steamer Wii- 
helmina, which sailed from .New. York 
for Hamburg, Jan. 22, with food sup- 
plies for Germany. A series of acci- 
dents to the vessels engaged by the 
commission,.coupled with stormy weath- 
er, has so interfered with the shipping 
arrangements of the commission that a 
serious break in the continuaus delivery 
of food to Belgium is threatened. 

In this emergency a friend of the com- 
rnission has placed at its disposal a sum 
of money sufficient to buy the cargo of 
the Wilhelmina, with the intention of di- 
,erting the supplies from Germany to 
Rotterdam. 

The commission has an arrangement 
with various Governments which en- 
ables it to take charge of any ship: at 
any stage of its voyage and to give it 
safe conduct to Rotterdam. Great Brit- 
ain is expected to seize the Wilhelmina 
before she reaches a German port.

OF MEN IN FRANK 
AFFIDAVIT TRIAL 


Fails to Agree After Hour’s De- 
liberation .and Is Locked 
Up for Night. 


ARGUMENTS ARE_ BRIEF 


One Defendant in Perjury Ac- 
tion Testified Minister Called 
at Office Voluntarily. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 30.—The cases 
of Dan 8. Lehon, Southern manager 
of the Burns Detective Agency: C. C. 
Tedder, a former Burns employe, and 
Arthur Thurman, a local lawyer, 
charged with subornation of perjury 
in connection with the Leo M. Frank 
case, was given to the jury late to- 
day. 

After an hour's deliberation the 
jury reported it had not yet agreed 
and was locked up for the night. 

The defense had rested its case 
earlier in the day and brief argu- 
ments of attorneys *followed. 

Lawyers, ministers and grand jurors 
were among the witnesses called by the 
defense today to refute testimony of 
the Rev. C. B. Ragsdale and R. I., 
Parker, who had testified thag they had 
been bribed by Burns emplo to maks 
false affidavits saying they heard Jamss 
Conley tell another negro he had killed 
a girl in the National Pencil factory, 
where Frank ig accused of having killed 
Mary’ Phagan. The defendants also 
went on the stand and entered a genera: 
denial of the charges against them. 

' Told to “Go Ahead.” 

Tedder stated that before he entered 
the employ of the Burns Agency, which 
was investigating the murder at the in- 
stance of Frank’s friends, he asked the 
advice of an attorney engaged Sy the 
aolicitor’s office. This attorney, he said, 
later told him he had been the solicitor 
and the latter had said: 

‘Tell Tedder to go ahead and work 
for the Burns people.”’ 

Iv H. Hirsch. member of the present 
county grand jury, testified that lart 
Monday Ragsdale told the grand jury 
his mind was in a daze when he made 
the affidavit which he now repudiates. 

Thurman stated that Ragsdale and 
Barber visited his office, where they 
were introduced to Tedder. The question 
of affidavits was not discussed, he said, 
and he immediately went with them to 
Lehon’s office and left them there. 
This, he stated, was the end of his 
connection with the matter. 

Lehon told how he had been called to 
Atlanta in an effort to solve the Phagan 
mystery. Employment of Tedder was 
urged, he said, by one of «Frank’s 
friends, though he stated he was not 
impressed with ‘the plan. 

Burns Not Impressed. 

‘When I told Burns about the preach- 
er’s story,’”’ said Lehon, ‘‘as related to 
me by Tedder, he laughed and said he 
did not want any more ‘alley stuff.’ He 
advised me, however, to look into it 
on the chance that it might develop 
something important.’’ 

Among other defense witnesses were 
two Baptist ministers who testified that 
after the affidavits were made Ragsdale 


circumstances and that he had no recol- 
lection of receiving the $200 he testified 
he was paid for signing the affidavits 

‘“‘Ragsdale said the first he knew of 
getting the money was when he found 
it in his pocket at home that night,”’ 
one witness testified.

Provine, in his statement of withdraw- 
al, irl referring to the effort to organ- 
ive the Forty-ninth General Assembly, 
said that it was preceded by a Repub- 
lican caucus, in which 63 of the 80 Re- 
publicans elected participated, and that 
he was. chosen as the caucus nominee by 
2 majority vote, but 17 Republicans re- 
fused to go into the caucus and had 
refused to vote for the caucus nominee. 

Forty-six ballots have been taken in 
the House in an attempt to break the 
deadlock. 

Provine said he had made no pledges 
or promises, “excepting to give every 
man and measure a square deal.”

The enemy 
installed himself in our  advan@ea 
trenches and resisted our counter at- 
tack on Jan. 21 ffom 8 o’clock until 11, 
when we recaptured one trench and 
took a number of prisoners. The other 
trench was held until the 234, when an 
attack by a single company of French 
infantry succeeded. The enemy left 2 
prisoners in our hands, but immediate- 
ly engaged in an artillery election last- 
ing ‘for hours. This was followed by a 
counter attack by German infantry, 
which was repulsed with heavy loss. 

In the region of Perthes the Germans 
tried desperately to reconquer the po- 
sitions they had previously lost, but we 
maintained our pgsition and made fur- 
ther gains. The Germans gained about 
100 yards of our advanced trenches, but 
we gained more than that. 

“In Le Pretre Wood, northwest of 
Pont A-Mousson, we have gained im-| 
portant successes in spite of the fact 
that part of the ground has since been 
lost. The entire forest two months ago 
was in the hands of the Germans. Foot 
by foot we have conquered nearly the 
whole of it. The fighting in this region 
has been particularly severe. In one 
instance, on Jan. 17, we captured sev- 
eral of the enemy’s works in a counter 
attack. An entire German company was 
taken, including several officers. .On 
the 18th we gained 500 yards of the en- 
emy’s trenches, while on the 19th we 
made an advance of 100 yards beyond 
these trenches. We picked up dead and 
wounded in sufficient numbers to in- 
dicate that the enemy’s losses in these 
engagements were more than a bat- 
talion.

“Our advance has been slight, but 
regular. Under the cover of night, 
troopers protected by portable buck- 
lers slip along the dunes and roads 
rapidly improvising new defenses with 
sacks, baskets and cases filled with 
earth, for deep trenches are impossible 
in the sandy ground.

“One Sport” Cities Numerous. 

a3, Genoee other cities have amateur 
athletic leagues. Detroit, To- 

ronto, Chicago and Boston among oth- 


ers. Detroit is a rival of St. Louis in 
basketball, but in this sport only. The 
same goes for Cleveland in baseball. 
Chicago has excellent park and ath- 
letic equipment, but the city merely 
puts it there and does not try to form 
a league. New York has an excellent 
school baseballe league, but this does 
not reach the older boys. 

“Taking in all of the sports, 
Louls is not even involved. 
“However, this is only in system. 
St. Louis, while leading in this 
sense, trails-in equipment. Seattle, 
Boston, Detroit, Oakland, Los Ange- 
les, Nashville and numerous other 
cities much smaller than St. Louis 
actually spend more money in this 
field. Among the 25 cities sepnding 
the most money for fecreation, ST. 
LOUIS RANKS *ABSOLU TELY LAST. 
“Since the fall of 1912, Park Com- 
missioner Davis and myself, who 
have municipal, athletics in charge, 
have not received one penny. from 
the city for running the various 
leagues. The city puts the courts and 
links in the parks and has built a 
swimming pool. ' All expenses of 
trips, prizes, and paraphernalia have 
come directly from the participants 
im athletics, except in one _ case. 
Each member of a championship team 
in any branch of sport receives a 
municipal fob, the equivalent of a 
college letter. These fobs, which 
have some intrinsic value, are bought 
by Mr. Davis, AT HIS OWN EX- 
PENSE. 


Turned Down by Armory. 


64 UT not only are we néglected 
by the city executives, but 
even by civic Institutions. We 
wished to get the Armory one day of 
each week to play the Municipal 
League basket ball games. This is a 
very desirable hall, as 18 teams could 
be in action each night, and we also 
could have a number of indoor base- 
ball games. We also would like the 
Armory one night each winter to pro- 
mote an indoor track meet. The re- 
ply was that when the soldiers were 
not drilling, dances were being held. 
This, I consider, is an odd reply 
when the same institution receives 
$10,000 annually from the city and is 
strenuously seeking more. 

“The Central High School gymna- 
sium was then sought, as it is very 
roomy. An authority at the schoo) 
promised us the gym, providing we 
would GUARANTEE that no specta. 
tors would expectorate on the floor. 
“Yes, we are leading now, but we 
will not be doing so in a short time 
unless we receive aid. Other city au- 
thorities daily write us to send an 
explanation of our system to them. 
Undoubtedly they soon will adopt it. 
They now have better equipment 
than we have and when our style is 
copied—well it will be back to fa- 
miliar old last place for St. Louis.” 
Abeken stated that he drew up sched- 
ules, appointed committees and ar- 
ranged meets in municipal athletics. 
Commissioner Dwight Davis also does 
a great deal of the work in advancing 
sports. So it seems that this big mu- 
nicipal athletic system of St. Louis is 
a two-man team combination composed 
of Dwight Davis and Rodowe Abeken, 
with plenty of emphasis on the Abeken. 
He recently was offered a position -to 
straighten out athletic conditions in 
Cleveland at almost twice the compen- 
sation he receives here, but refused. 
Abeken related to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter details of the growth of mu- 
nicipal athletics fh this city.

“JT HE first bit of civic, athletics 
started In the fall I9i2. ‘2 
soccer league of 18 teams was started as 
an experiment.

FALSE DISCOUNTS 
“FROM PRICE LIS! 


Tire Makers Eliminate Mislead- 
ing Price Lists for Benefit of 
Dealers and Owners. 


An announcement which reached St. 
Louis Saturday promises to create & 
revolution in the tire business. It 
comes from the B. F. Goodrich Co. of 
Akron, O., to its local branch house and 
tells that the B. F. Goodrich Co. will 
set tire prices on a fair basis to deal- 
ers and consumers, effecting a big sav- 
ing for tire users and guaranteeing a 
better business for all dealers in tires, 
and insuring a fairer proposition to 
consumers. Explaining the plan to the 
Post-Dispatch, L. K. Rittenhouse, man- 
ager of the St. Louis Goodrich branch 
house, said: 

“This is a deliberate attempt to cut 
the ‘haggle’ out of tire buying and sell- 
ing, for consumers. 

“It is also an attempt to set right— 
with the public—thousands of well-in- 
tentioned retailers of tires and auto 
accessories. 

“These have, by circumstances, been 
forced into the gradual adoption of a 
most unwholesome ‘custom, viz.: that 
of selling ‘price lists’ instead of selling 
tires to consumers—of selling discounts 
off price lists instead of selling mileage 
and service in tires. 

“Tt is not an attempt to make things 
harder for the kind of tire manufactur- 
er whose product apparently cannot be 
sold without the doubtful expedient of 
the padded price list. Said expedient 
consisting of an alleged ‘price list’ which 
is purposely printed ‘up’ so that it may 
then be deliberately discounted down by 
the dealer, to provide ‘a special bar- 
gain’ to the consumer who is unwary, 
or who is too busy to investigate val- 
ues. This attempt is being made also 
with a sincere desire to save the retail- 
er of tires from the consequences of 
further growth of that padded price list 
custom which is inciting consumers to 
patronize cut-price specialists and band 
together to maintain ‘supply depart- 
ments’ with which to fight what they, 
erroneously, consider extortionate prices 
and profits supposed to be charged by 
retailers, on ‘price-list’ basis. 

“Without the padded price lists, which 
in some cases show as much as 55 per 
cent retail profit on tires (as much as 
$i1 profit on a single 34x4 plain-tread 
tire), the ‘cut-price specialists’ would 
have no reason for existence, could not 
make headway, nor threaten to cut the 
market from beneath the dealer’s feet. 


‘Tires are often emergency needs! 
When the car owner needs a new tire 
he ig more likely to need it on the road, 
and ‘P. D. Q.’ than to need it under 
leisurely ‘order-far-in-advance’ condi- 
tions. If he can step into an auto ac- 
cessory store, a garage or repair shop 
in the neighborhood of his need and 
there get the tire he wants, put on in 
2 minutes, it is worth a great deal to 
him to continue his outing without lay- 
ing up his car while he awaits ship- 
ment and delivery of same tire, on his 
telegraphed order. But, if auto owners 
do not patronize auto accessory or lo- 
calized tire dealers, they must go out 
of business, and such convenient sources 
of supply would then be missed more 
by tire-users than by anyone else. 

‘We set the pace, today, by list-pric- 
ing our own tires so as to carry a mod- 
erate but real profit to the retailer, in- 
stead of the visionary ‘get-rich-quick’ 
profits of 80 to 65 per cent that other 
tire price lists offer, but cannot deliver, 
when the price-cutting such huge mar-

American Rubber Handlers Re- 
quired to Give Bond Against 
Re-shipment to Germany. 


The inside story of Great Britain's 
lifting of the embargo on rubber, and 
the consequent freeing of the American 
rubber and automobile industries from 
tie specter of a shortage of rubber and 
soaring prices was told by Persident B. 
G. Work of the B. F. Goodrich Co., 
who returned on the Lusitania from 
London, where he had been in confer- 
ence with Sir William Tyrrell of the 
British Foreign Office and Sir Francis 
Hopwood of the Admiralty. 

Ample stocks of crude rubber are now 
available for American manufacturers, 
Drives are stable instead of advancing 
rapidly from day to day, and manufac- 
turers can go ahead with the assurance 
of the British Government that they 
will be protected against and returns to 
the #heelic conditions following the out- 
brenk or tne war, according to Mr. 
Work, who speaks with authority as 
the official representative of the Rubber 
Club of America in the interest of 
American rubber manufacturers and im- 

porters. — 

After months of effort with the au- 


thorities at Washington to secure some, 


satisfactory settlement .of the greatest 
problem the industry has yet had to 
face, it became apparent to the em- 
bargo Committee of the Rubber Club of 
America that to secure immediate relief 
a representative should be sent to go 
into the matter at first hand with the 
Admiralty authorities in London and de- 
vise and agree to the best method of 
settlement. Mr. Work was given this 
honor and responsibility, and sailed im-

immediately got in touch with Sir wil- 
liam Tyrrell of the Foreign Office, and 
through him with Sir Francis Hop- 
wood of the Admiralty, to whom the 
settlement of the rubber question had 
been entrusted. 

With Sir Francis Hopwood, Mr. Work 
had numerous interviews, the upshot of 
which was the complete restoration of 
commerce in rubber, subject to the 
bonding of shipments to -guarantee 
against its reshipment to Germany, 
which the Admiralty firmly intends to 
prevent. Although this plan necessitated 
the. signing of heavy bonds by the 
Goodrich Company and two of the other 
largest importers of rubber into the 
country, this matter was readily at- 
tended to and shipment began immedi- 
ately. 

‘it was also arranged in behalf of the 
- .irge American rubber industry,” said 
Work, “that the release of ship- 
ments should not be confined simply to 
the great firms who were prepared to 
give bonds of any amount, but that 
even the smallest importer could get 
what rubber he needed by shipping it 
consigned jointly to the dealer or man- 
ufacturer and a British bank in New 
York. Subject to the approval of the 
iritish Consul-General, the rubber is 
then released on the basis of a guaran- 
tee signed by the importer. The trade 
will be interested in learning that in 
order to avoid delays incident to the 
release Of rubber shipments, the Brit- 
ish Consul-General has appointed a 
special representative to take charge of 
the work.

ENGINEERS TO DJSCUSS 
EIGHT CYLINDER MOTOR 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 30.—The 
eight-cylinder motor arrived some time 
ago, but what it is to be, what the gen- 
eral automobile industry thinks of it, 
its relationship to the public, its prac- 
ticability, general efficiency, economy 
in-operation, flexibility, etc., are things 
that not only the public want to know, 
but also what the people in the automo- 
bile industry themselves want to know. 
The eight-cylinder car from every an- 
gle will be discussed by prominent en- 
gineering talent in Indianapolis, Feb. 
16, at a special meeting of the Indiana 
section of the Society of Automobile 
Engineers, called by Chairman Lon R. 
Smith. 

Director Frank E. Smith of the In- 
diana Automobile Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is anxious that the public be 
given the benefits of the discussions of 
this engineering society. ‘‘There_ is 
probably no question in which the pub- 
lic is more interested today than the 
eight-cylinder motor,” declares. Mr. 
Smith. ~The two Hoosier automobile 
associations are conducive for the good 
of industry. Now the public is to be 
given the benefits of these engineering 
meetings with the technicalities elimi- 
nated. 

The automobile industry of Indiana 
numbers many of the country’s fore- 
most automobile experts, men who have 
pioneered constructive features that are 
now accepted practices, men who have 
much to do in part with the destinies 
of the industry, among them being 
Howard Marmon, creator of the Mar- 
mon Wasp, winner of the first 500-mile 
race and past president of the National 
Society of Automobile Engineers; Wil- 
liam Guy Wahl, chief engineer of the 
National, responsible for the National 
racing cars, especially No. 8, that won 
the second 500-mile grind, hanging up a 
record that was hard-to meet; then 
there is Harry C. Stutz, engineer and 
designer of the ‘‘White Streak’’ Stutz 
racing cars that have wonderful rec- 
ords for speed and stamina. 

Indiana is the home of the Premier, 
a quality car and the first car to make 
the famous ocean-to-ocean tour, which 
blazed the way for the great Lincoln 
highway; Elwood Haynes and the Ap- 
person brothers of Kokomo, pioneers in 
the automobile industry. It is the home 
of standardization. Above all it is noted 
for its general co-operative spirit for 
the good of the industry. It has been 
the Indiana Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Indiana section of 
the Society of Automobile Engineers 
who are greatly responsible for many 
of the developments made.

gvancement at heart, seems assured. 


RAISE TRUCK PRICES 


English manufacturers of motor trucks 
have raised their prices 10 per cent since 
the war started, according to H. C. 
Hill, assistant sales manager of the 
Thomas B. Jeffery Co., who is now on 
the other side to take care of shipments 
of Quad trucks to Europe. The ex- 
euse given is an increase in the cost 
of raw materials, but this is Plainly a 
subterfuge, for the real reason is the 
big demand for army motor trucks and 
the diminishing factory force due to 
enlistment—a very obvious case of the 
law of supply and demand. 
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SPEEDWAY WORK STARTS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 30.—The 
epening gun in America’s campaign to 
wrest 500-mile honors from Europe on 
the Indianapolis motor speedway this 
year has been fired, Ray Harroun tak- 
ing to the track with one of his new 
Maxwells, and reeling off several laps 
in the most approved fashion.

The Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. 
has been advocating for a long time 
what they call “The Science of Tire 
Care,” believing that, whether applied 
to a solitary‘car or to a fleet of de- 
livery trucks, scientific care as op 
tc haphazard inspections will pay big 
returns in reduced tire bills.

traffic incidental to the care of more 
than 200,000 troopers encamped there at 
various times since the opening of the 
war, has worn holes in the roads and 
torrential rains have covered them with 
liquid mud many inches thick. 

Sink to Ankles in Mud. 

The fields in which the tents and huts 
are located are so soft that troopers 
Sink to their ankles. Supply wagons 
are hopelessly mired, even in highest 
portions of the camps and it is neces- 
sary to shift the roads constantly, 

Much of the canvas has rotted and 
| water trickles through upon the soldiers 
who protect their blankets with rubber 
ground sheets. Only a small propor- 
tion of the Canadians are now under 
canvas, however, and shacks are be- 
ing constructed for these as fast as 
material can be hauled to the various 
camps. 

Drill grounds are moved every few 
days and it is almost impossible to find 
any place where the artillery and cav- 
alry can move about. The development 
of the new troops has been hindered so 
seriously that the Canadians gladly wel- 
come reports of a probable movement 
to the south of France, where sunshine 
and dry camps are promised. 

The 35,000 Canadians are scattered 
about the great plain into a circle pro- 
ably six miles in diameter. While Sal- 
isbury is the chief railway center, the 
Canadian camps begin at Amesbury, 
six miles north from Salisbury, and ex- 
tend to Bustard Camp, at least 12 miles 
from Salisbury. Gen. Sam Hughes’ 
troopers from Calgary and Edmonton, 
are encamped near Stonehenge, a pre- 
historic ruin supposed to date back to 
the bronze age. 

Goodfellowship Prevails. 

Most of the huts are about 60 feet 
long and 20 feet wide. The soldiers sleep 
in rows along the floor with their feet 
toward an aisle. Vermin have becom: 
2 serious problem and some of the men 
prefer to stay under canvas ag they say 
it is impossible to keep free from gray- 
backs in a building where so many meu 
live without an opportunity to bathe. 

In all the camps on Salisbury Plain, 
as well as in other parts of England, 
the lack of bathing since the beginning 
of cold weather has been very annoy- 
ing to the soldiers. It {s net uncom- 
mon to see a sign on the gates of 
manor houses near military camps stat- 
ing that the owner will be glad to pro- 
vide hot baths for soldiers between cer- 
tain hours daily. 


The spirit of good fellowship between 
the officers and the men in the Ca- 
nadian contingent is the source of sur- 
prise to officers of the English regular 
army. At times they are inclined to 
charge the Canadians with lack of dis- 
cipline.

Affair Began in 1904. 

The “‘Chase-Dennett Affair’ bégan in

“I have’ no time to be the ‘building 
committee,’”’’ he said to his wife, ‘but 
if you will attend to that we shall have 
the house you have craved so long.”’ 

The Chases engaged Hartley Dennett 
ag architect. Dennett, then about 35, 
was a Harvard graduate, whose studies 
abroad and achievements in Boston had 
won him a professional commission or 
two from Dr. Eliot. 


Mrs. Chase and Dennett became 
friends. Then Dr. Chase and Dennett 
discovered bonds of sympathy. One day 
in 199 an application for custody of the 
couple’s two children by Mrs. Mary 
Ware Dennett was called for hearing in 
an East Cambridge court. 


Declared Love in Court. 
Boston was amazea when Dennett took 
the stand and declared: 


“Il love Mrs. Chase. My love for her 
goes beyond anything in the world. But 
I love my wife noge the less. Between 
my wife and me there has been for sey- 
eral years a growing conviction that our 
ideals are different. ‘I can’t adapt my- 
self to her way of thinking, nor she to 
mine. My ideals of love allow me, though 
married, to love all women. I proposed 
to my wife some time ago that we each 
take one of the children and go our sepa- 
rate ways, stijl loving each other.” 

Mrs. Dennett, on the stand, showed no 
sympathy for her husband's ideals. She 
was bitter at the interference with her 
domestic affairs and made no effort to 
conceal it. Mrs. Dennett obtained the 
children. : 

Dector Defended His Wife. 

Dr. Chase then added the last touch 
of incredible unconventionality. He de- 
fended his wife, expressed profound ad- 
miration and friendship for the soulmate 
and offered the two a haven. 

Mrs. Chase disappeared after that and 
Dennett quietly faded out of the life of 
the community in the Boston suburb. 
The children were gone with Mrs. Chase 
and the doctor disappeared for a few 
days about once a month. 

Three years later the world learned 
that on an isolated New Hampshire 
farm Dennett and Mrs. Chase, with the 
latter’s two children, had been dwelling 
together and that Dr. Chase had been 
paying them ‘frequent and amicable 
visits. 

Mre. Dennett Obtained Divorce. 

In 1913 Mrs. Dennett obtained a di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion and 
shortly afterward Dr. Chase began the 
Golden Rule Triangle experiment, whose 
success he has proclaimed.

“Dennett did not dispense with his 
wife; she dispensed with him.

St. Louis Selected for Convention as Center of 
Safe and. Profitable Real Estate 


Business. 


Cc. G. Cobb, manager of the bond de- 
partment of the Amierican Trust Co., 
has been notified by H. M. Hanson, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Farm Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association of America, that 
the association will hold tts convention 
in St. Louis rext October.” The exact 
dates will be selected later, and will be 
such as not to conflict with other con- 
ventions. 

Hanson wrote that St. Louis was se- 
lected because of its advantageous loca- 
tion, and because of the fact that it is 
a center for the safe and profitable loan- 
ing of money on farm mortgages. The 
American Trust Co. has. contributed 
largely to this condition. Its motto in 
regard to investments is “safety: first,’’ 
and its farm loan organization, up to 
the present time, has invested $29,010,- 
7066 for clients without the loss of a 
dollar of principal or interest. 


J. A, Runyon Extended Invitation. 

The invitation which led directly to 
the selection of St. Louis for the con- 
vention was tendered last October by 
Justin A. Runyan, secretary of St. Louis 
Convention and Publicity Bureau, to F. 
W. Thompson, vice-president of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust Co. of Chi- 
cago and manager of its farm loan de- 
partment. Thompson was one of the 
Board of Governors of the Farm Mort- 
gage Bankers’ Association, then a new 
organization, consisting of the officers 
of 8 banks and farm loan associations in 
21 states. The Board of Governors met 
in Chicago Jan. 22-23, and accepted the 
St. Louis invitation. 

The association plans to urge the Gov- 
ernment to gather accurate data as to 
the distribution of farm mortgage funds 
—a work which private and co-operattve 


organigations cannot do. This informa- 
tion would be used in furthering the dis- 
tribution of funds in sections where they 
are now least plentiful. It is also de- 
sired to increase the number of states in 
which banks are permitted by law to 
purchase farm mortgage securities. 
Plan to Obtain Federal Aid. 
“The farm mortgage bankers know the 
danger of loaning money-in territories 
that are as yet undeveloped to the state 
‘of efficiericy, ‘and we believe, therefore, 


duty, to call attention to the obstacles 
which now exist in the territory from 
which a demand for rural credits arise,” 
said Runyan. “Therefore, it seems that 
the only sensible way out of the diffi- 
culty is to ascertain, with as much ac- 
curacy as possible, where the funds are 
now centered and why the other sections 
are not revs 

“We are planning to procure Federal 
agsistance in getting this information, 
with the hope that we can defer legis- 
lation until euch information is at hand. 

‘Our program further contemplates the 
cpening up of a market for farm mort- 
gages of the states which have a tre- 
mendous amount of savings deposits 

which are today closed to farm mort- 
gage securities. It shall be our en- 
deavor to work in harmony with the 
Title Men’s Association of the United 
States, in an effort to incorporate’ uni- 
form, sensible laws concerning title to 
real estate in various states. 

‘With a reasonable degree of uniform- 
ity in the law affecting real estate, it 
will make it more safe and desirable for 
mortgage loan concerns to branch out 
i,to territories having desirable loan in- 
vestments and will also make it better 


for the man who borrows.”

Cardinal von Bettinger’s utterances 
constitute the first authoritative state- 
ment relative to the Meroier affair, 
and other important Incidents of a sim- 
jlar character whicli has emanated from 
German sources since the French and 
British press began to ring with denun- 
ciation of the indignities offered Cath- 
clic churchmen by German military au- 
The Bavarian primate shares 
with the Kaiser’s Government the belief 
that the Pope's representatives are not 
immune from Prussian discipline, and 
that even a Prince of the Church of 
Rome must bow before the dictates of 
German militarism. 

Discusses Mercer's Letter. 

The Cardinal was a fervent Social 
Democrat up to the time he donned the 
red robe. 

“The pastoral letter issued by Cardi- 
nal Mercier,’’ the Bavarian Primate be- 
gan, “‘was unquestionably a very strong 
document. I know that the Cardinal 
had statef it was written solely with 
the intention of’ quieting the Belgian 
populace in districts occupied by Ger- 
man troops, and that when he found 
that in the opinion of the Germgn au- 
thorities it was calculated to have the 
Opposite effect, he expressed great sur- 
prise. Without undue pressure of any 
kind being laid upon him, he thereupon 
agreed it would be wiser that it should 
not be disseminated further.” 

Cardinal Von Bettinger said he was 
without definite information on _ the 
point, but that he did not believe Car- 
dinal Mercier had been subjected at 
any time to imprisonment of any form. 
He added, however, that it would have 
been well within the rights of the mili- 
tary power to have restricted the pre- 
late’s liberties if he had shown himself 
subversive to the regulations laid down 


“A prince of the church,’’ the Cardinal 
continued, “‘cannot expect to hold him- 
self above the laws of the lands in 
which he is a resident. Whether these 
laws of the lands in which he is a resi- 
dent. Whether these laws be civil or 
military, he must obey them like any 
other citizen. Only a few years ago 
that question was definitely settled by 
a decision from Rome itself, and hence 
it is not true, as has been averred by 
the enemies of Germany, that a Car- 
dinal is answerable only to the Pope. 

Doubts Priests Were Shot. 

“The jurisdiction of the Vatican ex- 
tends only to matters of a purely 
churchly character. The church always 
has insisted upon its rights to conduct 
its religious affairs as it sees fit. Some- 
times there is a very fine line between 
religious and political subjects, but 
in the case of Cardinal Mercier’s pas- 
torial letter, the line was drawn quite 
plainly.” 

With regard to statements contained 
in the pastoral letter, that a great many 

priests had been shot by Ger 
man soldiers, Cardinal von Bettinger, 
sald he deemed it highly doubtful that 
priests had been shot deliberately after 
sentence being passed upon them. 

“There have »een numerous stories,” 
he said, “to the effect that priests 
stirred up the Belgian people to fire 
upon our soldiers, and themselves took 
the lead in Franc-Tirreur outrages. 

“I do not believe this is true, al- 
though there may have been iso- 
lated instances of the kind. But there 
were a great many cases where spies 
and enemy agents masqueraded as 
priests, and when these were shot of

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TIMELY POINTERS 
‘ON GARE AND FEED| 
FOR WINTER E66S 


Hatching From Early Layers Is 
as Much a Requisite as Ra- 
tions, Exercise and Air. 


The all-important question at this 
season of the year is, ‘‘How can I make 
my hens lay?’ The questions submit- . 
ted to the poultry editor of the Post- 
Dispatch every week seem to indicate 
that many poultry keepers believe there 
is a certain way of feeding that will 
bring the eggs. Feeding is very impor- 
tant, but is only one of several requi- 
sites. Some hens just naturally refuse 
to lay in cold weather, no matter how 
you féed or take care of them. Early 
laying has not* been bred into them. 

One very common mistake made by 
the average poultryman its to wait until 
late spring before chicks are hatched 
that are to be the next season’s layers. 
With the first mild days of spring every 
drone in the flock will begin to lay 
and many of the eggs used for hatching 
will have been lai y these winter loaf- 
ers. The result is obvious—chicks 
hatched from the drones’ eggs 
will have an inborn tendency to become 
indifferent layers. 

Eggs from hatching should come from 
the best layers in the flock—the kind 
that lay in December and January. This 
does not mean that eggs laid during 
those months should be saved for hatch- 
ing, but that records should be kept on 
these good *hens through the winter 
months. Then, when the hatching sea- 
son comes, select eggs only from the 
winter layers and the tendency of the 
offspring will be toward winter laying 
when mature. Briefly, 
essential pointers on care and feeding 
for winter eggs: 

Do not overfeed the flock. There is 
greater tendency to overfeed than to 
underfeed. | 

Avoid feeds that contain too large a 
proportion of fat-forming grains, such 
as corn and kafir; feed more bran, 
wheat, oats, etc. 

Give the birds plenty of green feed— 
sprouted oats, cabbage, beets, turnips 
or clover and alfalfa hay, chopped or 
in meal form. 

Feed a little bone meal and beef scrap, 
or other meat -foods, two or three times 
@ week; table scraps are good, but too 
much of this has a tendency to fatten. 
Keep grit, oyster shell and charcoal 
before the birds at all times. 

. Take the chill from the drinking wa- 
ter and be sure the birds can get a 
drink whenever they want it. 

Ventilate the poultry house freely, but 
avoid drafts. : 

Use a curtain on extremely cold nights 
to keep the birds’ comb from freezing. 
Make the hens exercise by feeding 
-grain in litter or by hanging up cab- 
bage or beets, thus making them jump 
up to pick at them. 

Provide plenty of sunlight in the hen- 
house.

GRADE CROSSING COMPLAINTS 
~ TO BE FILED THIS WEEK 


State Will Be Made Defendant With 
the Frisco and Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. 

Complaints will be filed by Associate 
City Counselor Daues this week with 
the State Public Service Commission 
against the Frisco and Missouri Pacific 
grade crossings on Macklind avenue. 
Daues will make the State a defend- 
ant in this and other pending cases in 
order that it may pay its share of the 

cost of grade separations. 

The city now has 26 grade crossing 
complaints before the commission. The 
Macklind avenue case will be instituted 
at the request of the Fairmount Heights 
Improvement Association, which favors 
the construction of a viaduct over the 
tracks extending from Northrup ave- 
nue to the vicinity of West Park ave- 
nue, on Macklind.

[ Poultry Problems Solved. : 


Ineubator Egss.. 
I want to set my incubator. Will eggs 
three weeks old be all right in it.—J. P., 
St. L. 


I should scarcely say that eggs three 
weeks old are “all right,” but if yau 
haven't enough fresh ones to put in it, 
and it is important that you start your 
incubator now, then go ahead. Eggs 
older than that are hatched, but the 
earlier eggs are incubated after being 
hatched, the better under ordinary cir. 
cumstances, and is not best to use eggs 
as old as this. Of course much depends 
on the care the eggs have had since 
they were laid. 


Cold in Head. 

I have a fine cockerel which I wish to 
breed, but over a week now he has had 
a very bad cold and I am unable to 
make him breathe through his nose 
How can I loosen up his nostrils? He 
seems strong and healthy otherwise.— 
he aes oe Ee 


Your inquiry is a little indefinite. You 
say that you have done ‘everything,’ 
but don’t tell what you have done. 
Please recall the permanganate of pot- 
ash treatment which I have frequently 
recommended in these columns, Get 
some permanganate of potash, make a 
saturated solution with warm water. 
Force some of this into the nostrils of 
the bird witi: a dropper. Do this two 
or three times a day. It is a good plan 
to hold his head momentarily in the 
solution. This is about as good a treat- 
ment as any. If it is simply a cold 
in the nose he should get over it. 


Molting of Pullets. 
Can you tell me why my s. c. white 
Leghorn April and May hatched pullets 
are molting? I am feeding 8 quarts of 
grain to 100 birds. I am feeding a wet 
mash of the following: 16 parts bran, 
8 of corn meal, 8 of middlings, 8 of 
gluten meal, 8 of beef scraps; also a 


‘good quantity of sprouted oats each 
day.—W. M. 

I believe there is nothing wrong with 
your pullets. It isn’t strange that they 
go through some moiting at that age. 
It is very common. Often a molt about 
that period is gone through with so 
gradually that it escapes the notice of 
the breeder. I think your mash is good. 
I am not strong for a wet mash my- 
self. 


Opening Nostrils. 

I bought a male bird about a week 
ago. It is a Rhode Island red. I can’t 
get him to breathe through his nose 
but through his mouth. What can I do 
for him?—Mrs. F. S., Alton, IIL. 

Please note the case given above. The 
cases seem identical. ‘ 


Selection of Male Bird. 

IT have some pullets that started to 
lay at seven months old. I also have 
some July chicks that started to lay at 
six rnonths. The eggs from which the 
two lots of pullets were hatched were 
bought from the same person. I have 
bought a male bird ‘to go with these 
birds. He seems to be old. His legs 
are scaly. Would you advise me to get 
a young male? The pullets are laying 
well now. I feed mixed chicken feed 
that I buy from the store, ground table- 
scraps, etc.—J. C. 

The male bird you refer to is prob- 
ably all right. One could not tell, how- 
aver, without seeing him. It is usually 
considered a good pleun to put an old 
male bird with pullets. Try some ker- 
osene on the scaly legs for several days. 
That will almost invariably cure scalv 
leg, unless the tissues of the leg itself 
become involved. If the bird appears 
to be vigorous I should keep him, if he 
appears to be all right otherwise. If 
he is not vigorous, I would get a more 


active bird. 
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2 Pounds of Wood Fuel 
Equal to One of Coal 


Federal Forestry Tests Reveal 
Noteworthy Facts on Rela- 
tive Heat Production. 


The fuel value of two pounds of wood 


is roughly equivalent to that of one 
pound of coal. This is given as the re- 
sult of certain calculations now being 
made in the United States Forest Service 
laboratory, which show also about how 
many cords of certain kinds of wood 
are required to obtain an amount of 
heat equal to that in a ton of coal. 
Certain kinds of wood, such as hick- 
ory, oak, beech, birch, hard maple, ash, 
elm, locust, long-leaf pine, and cherry, 
have fairly high heat values, and only 
one cord of seasoned wood of these spe- 
cles is required to equal one,ton of 
good coal. 

It takes a cord and a half of short-leaf 
pine, hemlock, red gum, Douglas fir, syc- 
amore and soft maple to equal a ton 
of coal, and two cords of cedar, red- 
wood, poplar, catalpa, Norway pine, cy- 
press, basswood, spruce and white pine. 
Hickory, of the nonresinous woods, has 
the highest fuel value per unit volume 
of wood, and has other advantages. It 
burns evenly, and, as housewives say, 
holds the heat. The oaks come next, 
followed by beech, birch and maple. 
Pine has a relatively low heat value per 
unit volume, but has other advantages. 
It ignites readily and gives, out a quick 
hot flame, but one that goon dies down. 
This makes it a favorite With rural 
housekeepers as a wood, be- 
cause it is particularly Japted for hot 
days in the kitchen.’

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Milk Has a Distinct 
Value as Poultry Feed 


Its Protein and Albumen Make It 
Unrivaled for Fattening 
and Egg Production. 


The use of milk in any form for 
chickens of any age has frequently been 
recommended on the poultry page. 
Whole, sweet milk is too expensive and 


skimmilk or buttermilk have nearly the 
same food value for poultry. Just what 
value skimmilk or buttermilk have as a 
food for chickens has often been asked‘. 
Seme light has been given on this sub- 
ject by an experimental test. 


Forty chickens were divided equally 
as to numbers and weight and both lots 
received exactly the same care and feed 
with one exception. One lot had skim- 
milk to drink and the other lot had 
water.” At the end of 42 days the lot 
that had the skimmilk had gained 
Slightly more than 20% pounds, while 
the lot that had received no milk had 
gained only a fraction less than eighi 
pounds. The feed bill of the lot that 
had the milk was higher than that of 
the other, but the cost per pound of the 
milk-fed lot was much lower. 


When used to moisten a ground grain 
mash, there is nothing better as a fat- 
tener than milk, and its qualities as a 
laying food are no less pronounced. 
Milk may largely take the place of

Flock Should Not aie ‘“Babied”’ 
but Allowed Plenty of Ex- 
ercise Out-of-Doors. 


‘It fs not wise to “baby” fowls too 
much, Wé should give them good care, 
that is, care suited to their needs, but 
we can easily be too “fussy” about 
them. \ 

There are few winter days when my 
fowls are not out of doors. But I pro- 
tect. them from cold northwest winds 
and from damp southeast winds. 

If fowls are given suitable care it is 
good for them even to dig in the snow. 


I used to buy birds of a certain va- 
riety from,a man in New England, no- 
tably the best breeder of his variety in 
the country. He always treated me 
right. I always got good value for the 
money I sent him, and if what he sent 
me did not suit my needs I was privi- 
leged to return it. 
| But I had one difficulty with birds 
purchased from this man. As compare 
with birds I raised myself, they were 
tender. They were more subject to roup, 
chicken pox, etc., than my own birds. 
I found that this good breeder molly- 
-coddled his birds too much. He had 
fine houses for them. They were shut 
in from almost the time~when frost 
came in the fall until frost disappeared 
in the spring. Possibly he was right, 
on account of the more rigorous New 
England winters, but I think he overdid 
it. 

Fowls can stand a good pone of cold 
and even exposure to outdoor weather 
in the winter if they are handled prop- 
erly and are seasoned to the weather. 

Cold weather is really good for grown 
fowls. Have you not noted that after 
cold weather sets in your stock takes 
on flesh which it refused to do during 
the long, pleasant fall? 

Fowls should be kept reasonably busy 
and they should not be pampered, 
though they should be well fed and suit- 
ably housed. In this respect they are a 
good deal like human beings. 


Poultry Paragraphs. 


Many of our best breeds got their 
start by an accidental cross. 

Where fowls have. good houses; -are 
not overcrowded, and proprly fed, they 
do not suffer by being kept indoors 
during the bad weather in winter. 


It is taking a big risk to continually 
change -the Dill of fare. Too many 
cannot let well enough alone. 


Thanks to the Pure Food Commission 
the time is here when cold storage and 
preserved eggs can no longer be paraded 
under a different guise. They must 
be labelled just what they are. This 
move not only protects the customer, 
but it gives the poultryman a chance 
to sell his fresh-laid eggs at a price 
that will give him just dues. 


It pays to raise summer chicks. The 
writer last summer continued his 
hatches up until late in August, with 
the result that he had roasting and 
broiling poultry for sale right along 
up to the present month (January), and 
will have enough to run into next 
month. It was a most profitable ex- 
periment, and one that should be fol- 
lowed by all poulterers. Good, tender 
chickens of all sizes are always more 
or less in demand. 


Much is being said of the small flocks, 
but if it was not for the fancier or 
small breeder who makes a specialty 
in the fancy, the various varieties would 
not have reached their present high 
state of perfection. 

To the man or woman who keeps a 
few hens for eggs—do not be mislead 
into the belief that any old kind of 
chickens will do. Purchase birds that 
will produce and breed with that end 
in view. 


To make a success, don't follow fads 
and change breeds every year. Look 
over the breeds and select the one near- 
esf your ideal. Then put your whole 
‘heart and soul into your work, and 
success: will crown your efforts. 

Stop and think! If your birds are 
never shown and you never attend the 
roultry, shows, you can never arrive at 
the top of your chosen fancy. The 
breeders who are making a success, are 
putting@ energy and labor tnto their 
work. They are showing their birds 
and they are using printer's ink. 


A word to the beginner—look well to

“The custom of giving the birds a 
wet mash in the morning has gone 
completely out of vogue with successful 
poultry raisers,’’*says Prof. T. R. Arkell 
of the New Hampshire Experiment Sta- 
tion. ‘‘The general opinion at the pres- 
ent time is that the dry marsh is much, 
more desirable. Dry mash fed in hop- 
pers can be handled more easily and at 
less expense. Besides it is more cleanly 
and economical; the wet mash is incon- 
venient to feed and requires constant 
supervision in order to keep it clean. 

“The wet mash is slightly more fore- 
ing, but experiments have proven that 
eggs produced by hens fed a dry mas’ 
are more fertile than those from hens 
reeciving the wet mash. This feature 
is excedingly important to the poultry- 
men selling eggs for hatching. 

“A dry mash that will give good re- 
sults is composed of the following pro- 
portions by weight: Wheat bran, 2 parts; 
middlings, 1 purt; corn meal, 1 part; 
linseed meal, 1 part; alfalfa or clover 
meal, 1 part; beef scraps, 1 part. This 
should be placed, in the hopper and 
kept before the ‘birds all the time. 
Whole or cracked corn and wheat 
should be fed in a little morning and 
noon,

To do this successfully administer the 
epsom salts regularly once a month. The 
proper dose is one teaspoonful to three 
mature, fowls, less for small chickens.

Mail Order House to Make Stock Dis- 
tribution Against Accumulated 
Surplus. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—Directors of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. recommended the pay- 
ment of a $20,000,000 stock dividend to 
holders of $40,000,000 common stock of the 
mail order corporation, at a meeting 
here today. 

The new shares of the 5&0 per cent 
dividend will be issued against an ac- 
cumulated surplus of approximatély $23,- 
500,000, a largé part of which has been 
reinvested in the business. 

The resolution adopted by the direc- 
tors recommending the dividend pro- 
vided that the distribution should be 
made by April 1 to stockholders of rec- 
ord March 15. A special meeting of 
stockholders was called for February 
23 to approve the board’s recommenda- 
tion and to vote on a plan to increase 
the authorized amount of the corpora- 
tion’s common stock from $40,000,000 to 
$60,000,000.

‘This is my idea. I don’t say everybody off-hand can make it work, but 
those men who make it work first will be the first to get what they want.

Employers and employes whe try té get things by 
teamwork will get ahead of employers and employes who try to get 
thimgs done by strikes. 

Put two big competing factories side by side and have one of them a 
fellow-human being factory where the employers and the workmen get 
things by dog teamwork, and have the other factory a pull-back or a 
pull-every-which-way factory in which everybody is trying to get things 
by strikes and lockouts, and what is bound te happen?

What I can’t understand is why there are still so many workmen left 
nowadays who seem to think they can get money out of their employers 
by domg everything they cam every day by strikes—or by sabotage to 
keep their ‘employers from having any money to ecg Oe pa throw their 
employers out of busimess. It does seem as if it would be more practical 
to help their employers make more money first. And then take some. A 
man who has had a lot of practice for a long time im being shrewd in be- 
half of his employer, and shrewd in making fime goods, will soon be so 
shrewd that his employer wil] know it and respect it and will not dare, 
after getting all his money his workers have handed over to him by deing 
enthusiastic work with him, will not dare-not te share the extra money 
with them more than fair, i. e°, with the same return enthusiasm. They 
have been more than fuir. He will. Men who’ can do shrewd teamwork with 
an employer and keep it up—who keep studying him and studying his 
business to do teamwork with him, soon get an employer on the hip. 


"Even if he would do otherwise he would have to be fair to them. They 


have ways of knowing his business and of knowing his character that 
make him helpless. He stands naked before them. Teamwork always 
reveals people to each other: Doing things together makes everybody 
see through everybody.

NEW peril to modern society is being 
analyzed at the bar of public opinion 
by a learned and scientific St. Louisan. 
It is not a germ; it is not a parasite; it 
is neither propaganda nor persecution. 
In outer appearance it is harmless—even 
attractive. It is the modern fashionable 
boarding house, which is indicted for the very serious 
offense of seducing men and women from one of their 
highest duties. to society—that of bringing children 
into the world. 

The birth rate has been steadily declining in the 
United States for several years, and this has been a 
maiter of grave concern to students, many of whom 
have feared it might mark the beginning of an era of 
national degeneration. » 

The St. Louisan is not so pessimistic as this. His 
opinion is that the great desideratum is not so much 
more babies as it is better babies. At the same time 
he realizes that there is an element of danger in the 
decreasing birth rate, and seeks to place much of the 
responsibility upon persons he calls the “almost-rich,” 
who live in exclusive hotels and the boarding houses 
of residential districts. 

The St. Louisan is Dr. George B. Mangold, director 
of social economy of Washington University. Dr. Man- 
gold has made a comprehensive analysis of birth-rate 
records in his new book, “Problems of Child Welfare,” 
(The Macmillan Co.) Both in the book and in subse- 
quent discussions of the subject he sees a growing 
public sentiment that will make childless marriages a

“The avoidance of large families,” Dr. Man- 
gold writes, “is probably the principal cause of 
the decline of birth rates; and since among 
native American women, especially, the ethics 
of restriction are justified, the birth rate is def- 
initely controlled. As d@ causative force, the 
cost of living is a decided factor, for with the 
constant raising of standards, men with large 
families cannot afford the coveted plane of liv- 
ing. Young couples frequently find that a child 

would handicap them financially and socially, 
so they avoid family obligations until they 
believe themselves ready.- Any such 
delay necessarily results in a lower 

birth rate.

artificial pleasures.” 

His argument, in short, is that while the 
deciining birth rate is a genuine social evil, the 
important duiy of correcting it rests with the per- 
sons who are best able to do so. An increased birth 
rete is desirable only if the children brougbt into the 
world can be given a good start in the struggle of life. 
A high birth rate is worse than a low one, if it is 
throttled Ly high infant mortality or if it produces 
children who will become dependent upon the public 
for support. 


Indeed, Dr. Mangold finds that a comparatively low 


birth rate is desired, although the rate among some 
American classes and in France is rather too low. The 
population will remaia stationary or decline, of course, 
unless more than enough child®en are produced to re- 
place their parents and to make allowances for cas- 
ualties that will bring mortality before the children 
can themselves become parents. He finds that, outside 


matter of reproach and will bring down popular con- . 


tempt upon wedded couples who choose the lazy life 


of hotels in preference to the more important business 


of building homes and rearing children. 

“These people,” he said, “are not the truly rich and 
yet they are usually better off financially than most of 
the professional and business young men of a city. 


“Their circumstances are such that they are well able 


to bring up a few children, but they are unwilling to 
undertake the responsibilities and troubles that par- 
enthood brings. Such people are distinctly anti-social. 
Within the next few decades, I believe that they will 
come to be generally. regarded as such. 

“The truly rich have children—many of them. For 
one thing, they desire to leave their property to their 
own fiesh and blood when they die. The men of the 


better professional classes, who strive to build homes — 


as they go along, have children—uswally as many as 
they feel able to care for properly. It is only the al- 
most-rich who are the habitual shirkers.” 

It must mot be gathered from this that Dr. Mangold 
is afflicted with the race suicide hysteria. On the 
contrary, he manages to view the situation with a con- 
siderable degree of control. He-even promulgates a 
doctrine that, a few ‘years ago,.would have brought the 
ery of heresy against him and placed him in imminent 
danger of a thwack from the Big Stick. It is nothing 
less than a statement that persons suffering from in- 
heritable diseases ought to be prevented from begetting 
children and that no persons should bring more chil- 
dren into the world than they can reasonably be ex- 
pected to care for in some degree of comfort. 

Curtously enough, Dr. Mangold is a reformer who 
doesn’t believe that legislation is much of a way to 
bricg about his proposed reforms. The law might do 
something in the case of feeble-minded persons, who 
cannot be trusted to tebe governed by ethical motives. 
He thinks these ought either to be segregated or else 
deprived of all the potentialities of parenthood, Only 
an aroysed public -sentiment, however, will make i 
possible for sane, tut diseased, persons to refrain 


os handing down their frailities to a

rates were the natural consequence; many wives died 
prematurely, while husbands married twice or oftener, 


and huge families were common. The average family — 


of Franklin's day is the exceptional family of the pres- 
ent time.” 


Two hundred years ago, he finds, a large majority . 
of the children born in Londor perished before they_ 


reached ‘the fifth year of life, but today the proportion 
is less than one-fifth. “As late as 1761, 50 per cent of 
the English population died before reaching the age of 


20. The enormous gain of today is not.appreciated un- 


til one realizes that at present one-half the people of 

I’ngiand live until the fifty-fourth year-has been reached. 

“It is not surprising to learn that in Prussia during 

the decade 1751-1761 nearly seven-tenths of the chil- 

dren failed to reach the age of 10. Practically three- 

fourths of the entire population died before they were 

able to contribute to society and while they were still 
a@ cost to the parents.” 

The enormous strides of medical science since those 

days, bringing as they have the practical elimination 

of such fatal children’s diseases as smallpox, fo- 

gether with better sanitation, saner ideas of feed- 

ing and hygiene, have reduced the death rate 

greatly. Moreover, people are getting over 

the idea that they can bring more chil- 

dren into the world than they can pos- 

sibly care for and then blame it 

upon Providence if some of them 

die. J

Herein lies a real 
danger for our 
* country. 

Comparative figures show that the average number of 
children, 2.7, born to native Ameiican parents is lower 
than the average of Americans of any other nationality. 
The next lowest is among Anglo-Americans and is 3.7. 
The average number of children in a family of Polish 
immigrants is highest.ofall,‘being..6.2. French Cana- 
dians, Russians, Italians, Swedes. Germans, in the order 
named, rank next in fecundity. From this it will be 
seen that while the Anglo-Saxon element of our popula- 
tion is bringing two children into the world, the Polish 
Jews are bringing six and all foreign-born classes are 
bringing an average of four. 

The birth rate in American cities is also declining 
much more rapidly than that in the rural districts, al- 
though it has not been so very long since the contrary 
was the case. In the country also the native stock is 
holding its own, but in the cities the native blood is 
being displaced by blood that is essentially foreign. It 
is true that the death rate is slightly higher among 
the children of foreign-born parents, but it is not high 
enough to effect seriously the general results. 

Dr. Mangold finds that sterility—the imposibility of 
bearing children—is increasing. Disease is partly re- 
sponsible for this. More than one-eighth native Ameri- 
can women are sterile, a far larger percentage than can 
be found among women of any of the foreign classes. 
Among Russians, Poles and Bohemians sterility is al- 
most a negligible quantity. 

Dr. Mangold believes that public sentiment ‘will in 
time eliminate many of the eauses of sterility and will 
reduce the number of deficient children. Fifty years 
from now, he declares, a young woman will as soon 
think of marrying a confirmed alcoholic as of marrying 
a social leper. Alcoholism, he explains, has been dem- 
onstrated an inheritable disease. Tuberculosis, he says, 
is not inheritable, although there is great danger that 


a tubercular parent will communicate the. disease to . 


the baby after its birth. 

He‘toes not delieve that compulsory medical examina- 
tion laws will be Tesponsible for the young person of 
the future knowing positively whether the person he 
is to marry is afflicted with communicable or inheritable 
diseases: Public sentiment alone will do it. It will 


to ascertain in a proper way what disease germs her 
future husband harbors as it will be to look up his” 
references at the bank.

ODERN warfare, as exemplified on the 

battlefields of Eurape, is largely ma- 

chine gun fighting. For this reason, 

in great part, it has taken on the 

character of-a gigantic siege ov cva- 

tion, and millions of soldiers, trora 

the English Channel to the Swiss 


border, are cowering in trenches to escape the sprays 
of lead that sweep above their heads, %, 


But few persons in the world, outside of the war 


offices, know that this immense revolution in military 
tactics fs dus in the first instance to a Missourian, an 
officer of the United States army, who, fer the first 
time, made the machine gun an offensive arm during 
the Spanish-American War, despite the disdain of the 
War Department and the jeers of his comrades. 

His name is John Henry Parker, and he is a Cap- 
tain in the Eighth Infantry, stationed at present at Fort 
McKinley, in the Philippines. He was bern in 1866, 
near Tipton, Mo., and taught scheol at Sedalia before 
entertug “West Point in 1888. “He married Miss Ida 
Burr of Sedalia, and A. L. Burr of 4623. Washington 
boulevard, St. Louis, is his brother-in-law. Parker was 
admitted to the Missouri bar in 2894, but never prac- 
ticed law. 2 oe 

Machine ¢ as, firing their hundreds of bullets every 
minute as a hose sprays water, are commonplaces of 
warfare today. It is taken as a matter of ceurse that 
every infantry regiment has its complement of rapid- 
firers. We read without much wonder that the Ger- 
man method, following a heavy bombardment by the 
-allies that invariably precedes an infantry attack, is to 
send showers of bullets from machine guns six inches 
above the enemy's trenches, so that no human being 
can live who shows his head above the earthworks, thus 
balking any movement of infantry. The allies have 
promptly copied these tactics, which make offensive 
operations tmpossible while the fire is so hot. 

Yet it was only 17 years ago, just before the eutbreak 
of the Spanish-American War, that an officer of the 
Ordnance Department of the Dnited States army, making 
an official report, predicated upon inquiries among mili- 
tary experts here and in Europe, expressed with sublime 
confidence the opinion that “machine guns, in the very 
nature of things, could never be useful except in the 
defense of fortified positions; and that they could never 
be brought up on the battlefield nor used if they were 
brought up.” ‘ 

Parker was at that time only a Second Licutenant, 
and, accerding to an army proverb, “Second Lieutenants 
are fit for nothing except to take reveille.” Yet this 
particular Lieutenant, in the leisure of his duties at 
post, had~been guilty of the unusual achievement of 
using his brains. Machine gums were at that time in 
extremely bad odor in the military textbooks. The gat- 
ling gun, invented by Dr. Richard J. Gatling of -In-

In a few days came an order from headquarters nam- 
ing Parker as commander of a gatling gun detachment, 
to consist of two Sergeants and 10 men, taken at random

ARKER’S gatlings were our inseparable — 
companions throughout the siege (of San- | 
tiage). They were right up at the front. | 
When we dug our trenches, he took off 
the wheels of his guns and put them in the 
tremches. His men and ours slept in the same 
bomb-proofs and shared. with one another, when- 
ever either side got a supply of beans or coffee 
or sugar. 

At no hour of the day or night was Parker — 
anywhere but where we wished him to’be, in the 
event of an attack. If a troop of my regiment was 
sent off to guard some road or some break in the 
lines, we were almost certain to get Parker to 
send a gatling along, and, whether the change was 
made by day or by night, the gatling went. Some- 
times we took the initiative and tried to quell 
the- fire of the Spanish trenches; sometimes they 
opened upon us; but, at whatever hour of the 24 
the fighting began, the drumming of the gatlings 
was soon heard through the cracking of our own 
carbines. 

I have had too little experience to make my 
judgment final; but certainly, if I were to com- * 
mand either a regiment or a brigade, whether of 
eavalry or infantry, I would try to get_a gatling 
battery—under a good man—with me. I feel sure 
that the greatest possible assistance would be 
rendered under almost all circumstances, by such 
a gatling battery, if well handled: for I believe 
that ft could be pushed fairly to the front of the 
firing Tine. At any rate, this is the way that 
Lieut. Parker used his battery when he went into 
action at San Juan, and when he kept it in

The Causes of Colds. 


HILE it is asserted by some that 
acute colds are always due to 
germs of some kind it is con- 
ceivable that a too dry atmos- 
phere, which isthe condition 
in so many houses today, may 
sv irritate or congest the nos- 

trils as to allow the least irritant to cause at first 
a simple inflammation of the mucous membrane, 
which congested area may later pick up and harbor, 
or cease to kill, germs. . 

It seems to be am established fact that good out- 
door air does not predispose to colds as much as 
indoor air, and it is a fact that persons whose 
occupation is indoors are more susceptible to colds 
than those whose occupation is outdoors. Whether 
or not every cold is due to a germ, chilling, whether 
indoors or outdoors, certainly predis- 


if You are so urilucky as to

by quick friction, is an excellent means of de- 
creasing the likelihood of catching cold or be- 
coming chilled. Older persons may take cold 
showers or cold plunges, in the morning, if it 
is advisable in individual cases. 

Children especially should not be subjected 


’ te wmmecessary infection by being taken into 


crowded cars, stores or assemblages. School 
children with acute colds either should be sent 
home or should be taught to prevent contaminat-. 
ing the atmosphere with infection. If a case 
of acute coryza occurs in a family, the family 
should understand that it is contagious, and the 
sick should be isolated from the well as effec- 
tively as practicable.

The Stages of a Cold. 

A cold, like any other acute inflammation of the 
mucous membrane, is divisible into stages, the 
first being that of congestion and dryness of the 
surface. 

“The next stage is the excretion of a more than 
normal amount of mucous, The surface of the mem- 
brane becomes moist and discomfort becomes less 
as the tissues become less congested. 


The Treatment of Colds. . 


The advisable method of cure is to reduce in- 
creased temperature, to produce purging and to take 
precautions to prevent the second -stage, if pos- 
sible. 

If the patient be seen first in the morning or 
before the middle of the afternoon a saline laxa- 
tive—a Seidlitz powder, citrate of .magnesia, Ro- 
chelle salts or castor oil—is given. If the patient be 
seen first in the evening a less quickly acting ca- 
thartic is advisable, and none is better than a 
smatl dose of calomel (from one to three grains), 
depending on the age of the individual, combined 
with 71-2 to 15 grains of bicarbonate of soda. 
Opium or morphine should not be given. 

One of the best treatments is one of the coal-tar 
products, such as antipyrine, acentanilid or acét- 
phenetidinum, although these drugs should ‘be used 


relieve cold congestion. 


The same solution may be used as @ gargle. 

It is not well to cleanse the mucous membrane of 
the nostrils too thoroughly before the patient goes 
into the outside air, especially if that air is dust- 


laden. The proper time to spray is when the pa- - 


tient is to remain in the house for a short time. _~ 
If the coryza tends to become subacute and ore 
longed, tonic treatment is required; a small dose 


of quinine and a small dose of irom, with or 


without arsenic and. strychnia, are acvisable. 


What a Cold May Lead To. 


There is no immunity acquired by surviving a 
coryza (cold in the head), a pharyngitis or a bron- 
chitis. There-seems to be no doubt that the in- 


ay 


fluenza bacillus leaves a patient temporarily, at 
least, more susceptible to other more dangerous 

germs, as those of preumonia or tuberculosis. 
Every cold, especially in a young child, should 
be considered serious. The possibility and the fre- 
quent occurrence of complications such as middle 
ear inflammation, inflammation in one of the ac- 
cessory sinuses of the nose, broncho pneumonia or 
lobar pneumonia must always be a subject for 

consideration and prevention if possible. 

- Cold and throat infettions are also likely to cause 
bronchial glands. Any one or more of these glands 
.may become infected with tuberculosis. Most colds, 
if not all, are contagious, and are transmitted 
by contact through families or close associates, 

and are especially spread by contact in schools. 
With a damming up of the passages from con- 
gestion and secretion, germs may mi- 


poses to colds. .If the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose is congested, it 
more readily becomes inflamed by 
irritation or by germs. 

Some persons cannot pe exposed 
to a single draft on any part of the 
body without an acute coryza (cold 
in the head) starting. Other persons 
who do not have this susteptibility 
may become chilled, may be subjected 
to violéht cold, damp winds and may 
even get wet and still never develop 
a nasal catarrh.

El Dorado, the golden, has been 
found! 

Perched on the roof of the 
Colombian Andes, only a day’s 
journey from Bogota, there has 

| just been turned back to the light 
probably the mightiest and most famous hoard in the world’s treasure, 
for which Raleigh gave his life, which Drake sought, which the sixteenth 
century Spaniards tried to dig from the floor of the sacred lake, tor which 
half the adventurous treasure ‘seekers of the four intervening centuries 
have struggled in vain. It is the thing from which El] Dorado got its 
name, the very root of the romantic gold-seeking adventures of two conti- 
nents for 400 years. Of that in a moment. 

The man who has found El Dorado is a quiet-spoken, composed En- 
glishman, slight)y past middle life, unadventurous looking and acting, a 
mining man and capitalist, and his name is Hartley Knowles. 

“I don’t believe all the foolishness that has been written about this 
thing,” he said at a New York hotel where he talked to a Post-Dispatch / 
Sunday Magazine writer. “You can see by consulting the memoirs of 
the British naval Captain, Cochrane, that one French scientist estimated 
the treasure at 1,000,000,000 pounds sterling. If we got out a million 
pounds ($5,000,000) we would be pleased.” 

So much for the result. In achieving it about $75,000 has been spent 
and the total is expected to reach about $5000 more. This refers, to be 
sure, only of the successful work. Of the four centuries before no man 
ought to estimate. | 

But El Dorado is not only a hoard. It is a romance, an ideal, a quest 
as compelling as any in history. So, perhaps, it is pardonable to begin 
it at the beginning. ~~.

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peaceable, industrial people, rolling in Andean gold, living’ 
under the placid if mulcting rule of a temporal-minded 
priest. He was called a cacique—the cacique of Guatavita. 

Men have made worse tse of gold and of gods than did 
these Andeans. Gold was not the medium of exchange. 
For this the cacique’s people were too natural. Gold was 
the food of the golden god. It was mined for his pleasure. 
His truly was the golden service; his the golden sacrifice. 
On the great feast days of the year the cacique and his 
people made a great procession and went to the top of the 
mountains and the shores of the sacred lake. Here a great 
teremony was held. The cacique was finally divested of 
his clothing, anointed with heavy, perfumed oils and 
painted, over his entire body, with fine gold dust, which 
clung in the oils and left him the flesh vision of the golden 
god, his relative. “ 

This service completed the cacique and his suite stepped 
upon the ceremonial barge or raft and this was pushed 
out into the middle of the lake. Now, after prayer and 
ceremony, the officials who rode on the barge with the 
golden cacique, seized the tribal treasure of gold and cast 
it over their shoulders into the depths. Thus was the 
bright god fed. 

But, in time, the greedy Spaniards heard of this grow 
ing deposit of gold and they hastened thither to grab it.

“Of course, the constant moving of the very soft mud 
has naturally shaken the heavy gold and emeralds down 
into. the deepest pit in the floor and we will likely find the 
treasure all in a heap.”

Two things will immediately impress themselves upon the chance visitor to 
Jacksonville. One is the town’s apparent prosperity—with its well paved streets, 
car lines, fine homes, churches, college buildings and its public square, fringed 

with modern business blocks. The other is the astonishing preponderance among its in- 


European." 
Still another thing will strike the viaiter, if by 


any chance he consults a telephone directory. That 
will be the number of such family names as Alvies, 
Baptist, Correa, DeFreitas, Fortado, DeSilva, Escorse, 
Fernandes, Ferreira, Gouveia, Mendosa, - Nunes, 
Rodrigues, Sardinha, Souza, Vasconcellos. If he is 
a traveled visitor, who knows little of the. history 
of the community, he will wonder what chance 
colony of Portuguese he has stumbled upon. 

If he will take the trouble to investigate he will 
find a chapter of history not generally known, yet 
redolent of all the old ideals of an America as the 
refuge of liberty for the oppressed of the earth.

-which received them by building up as fine and 


thoroughly American citizenry as any place in the 
United States would desire. 

In our own comparatively enlightened times it is 
almost impossible to believe that there are persons 
now living who, in a civilized country, suffered in- 


credible cruelties through the persecutions of re-~ 


ligious bigotry. Yet there are men and women liv- 
ing today in Morgan and Sangamon counties, Ili’ 
nois, who, for their religious beliefs, either were 
imprisoned or were hunted like partridges through 
the forests and brier patches in the mountain val- 
leys of their native island of Maderia, no longur 
ago than 1849. Such a thing could not happen .0o- 
day, perhaps, in any Christian country. Because it 
could happen 70 years ago, a most important addi- 
tion has been made to the citizenship of our land. 

In the early forties of the last century, Dr. Robert 
Reid Kalley, a medical missionary, and his wife 
set sail from Scotland for China under the auspices 
ofa Presbyterian board. On the way Mrs. Kalley 
became ill and the ship physician told her husband 
she could never survive the tedious voyage to the 
Orient. The vessel -ptt in at the port Funchal, 
Maderia, where the doctor and his wife disembarked. 

Kalley embodied all the missionary militancy of 
his race and creed. He knew not a word of Por- 
tuguese, but he immediately established a residence 
and began the practice of medicine, never charging 
fees for his services. When he was called to visit

At one time 22 native converts were arrested and kept’ 
for 20 months in a foul dungeon. One of these, Mrs. 
Antonio Pires, now 90 years old, is living in Jackson- 
ville and~-frequently recounts the harrowing story of 
how men and women were huddled in a filthy cell, where 
only their religious faith kept them from becoming in- 
sane. She declares they were even forbidden, under 
severe pains, to sing Presbyterian songs, although other 
prisoners were permitted to sing anything, at any time. 
Tuere are other stories of individual persecutions | which 
almost challenge belief. 


As time went on popular hostility to the “heretics” 
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“was sacked. Kalley’s 
own home was burned, 
together with its library,

haps the most important 
collection’ of books then 
on the island. Kalley 
finally learned of a plot 
against his life and 
managed to escape to an 
English ship by dis 
guising himself*-as a 
woman and being carried 
aboard the vessel in a 
stretcher, as if at the 
point of death. 
His escape only fanned 
ee 7 the resentment of his 
VORTHMINS TER enemies. The native 
Presbyterians fled in ter- 
ror from their homes and 


hid in mountain passes, meeting in caves and forests 


to worship, much as their Scottish co-religionists had 
done several generations earlier. Finally a Scotch 
vessel, the William, was sent to the island and all 
who could boarded her. Among them were many 
persons of wealth. Practically all of the refugees 
abandoned their own homes to seek shelter in 
America. 

The colony first stopped at the Island of Trinidad. 
Within a year it is estimated that fully 1000 settled 
in Trinidad and on the Brazilian mainland. A mis- 
sionary society in New York sent the Rev. M. G. 
Gonsalves to minister to them. They found Trinidad 
an unsatisfactory place, and, in 1849, 350 of them, 
under the leadership of Gonsalves, set sail for New 
York. 

Before they arrived, arrangements had been made 
to establish them at a place in Illinois on the border 
between Morgan and Sangamon counties. A corpora- 
tion agreed to find them means of employment and 
a committee, composed of Gov. C. French of Ilinois, 
the Rev. J. M. Sturtevant, president of Tilinois -Col- 
lege, and the Rev. Albert. Hale of €pringfield. agreed 
to Jook out for them. With rare good sense, however, — 
the Portuguese said they ‘did not wish to be isolated 
in their own community, but, preferred to maké part - 
of an American community, so they could learn the 
language and customs of the..country more pono 
and qualify for American citizenship at the earliest 
possible moment. 

In the winter of 1849 they arrived—131 families “ 
of them—at Jacksonville. ‘They were unusued to 
the rigorous climate and the people of Jacksonville 
feared their coming would bring a very heavy burden — 
to the town. Contrary to their expectations, the 
Portuguese at once showed an ability to take care. /s 
of themselves.

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J. P. Brophy, general manager of the Cleveland Auto- 
matic Machine Co., that is manufacturing great quan- 
tities of shrapnel for use in the European war, will be 
interesting: 

The brass shell (A) that envelopes the outside of the 
shrapnel casing is filled with powder, which is care- 
fully measured to bave the exact amount in each shell. 
This powder is ignited similarly to a cartridge in a 


. gun_ and is intended to discharge the shell from the 


gun. 
At B is a powder pocket which contains the neces- 
sary amount of powder to explode the casing and scat- 
ter the charge. 
A copper band, which is shrunk and also hydraulically 
pressed over the body of the shell, is shown at C. The 


outside diameter is turned somewhat larger than the 


gun bore, which is rifled or grooved in a spiral through 
its entire length. 

When the shell is placed in the gyn, the breech end 
admits it freely, but the gun bore being somewhat small- 
er and the copper being soft material, it is compressed 
and a portion of the copper ring sinks into these spiral 
grooves. Thus, when a shell is fired it has a rotary 
motion corresponding to the spiral.of the gun, which 
means that the shrapnel is revolving at the same time 
it is traveling longitudinally. The rotary motion is 
so rapid that it keeps the shrapnel in practically a 
straight line laterally in ite flight. If.the gun did not 
have spiral grooves, when the shrapnel started to travel 
it would swerve against the resistance of the air, which 
would make it impossible to determine in what position 
it would explode. In other words, a smooth-bored gun 
and a smooth-surface shrapnel could not be depefided 
upon for accuracy, and no scientific calculations could 
be made whereby shrapnel! fired one after another would 
land in about the same place. 

From this explanation it will be nehgretned that the 
piece C is an important part of the shrapnel.

Literacy Test Would Have Cost Illinois This Fine Colony

scendants own their homes. In all the years that have 
lapsed since that time, the colony has turned out only 
one pauper, only one inmate of a state prison and only 
one prisoner in the county jail, the last offender's mis- 
demeanor being that he sold liquor in a local option 
territory. 

Their method of getting their first start in real-estate 
is typical of the people. They decided to buy 50-acres 
of land to be divided among 10 of them. One of them 
was appointed to make the first payment and get a deed. 


- When a bargain had been struck, he got a basket and 


went around collecting the first payment. When he 
had gotten his deed he waited until all the land had Seen 
paid for before he gave deeds to the individual purchas- 
efs. In all his transactions and collections there was 
not a seratch of a pen or a receipt issued until everv- 
thing had been settled. There was no reason for writ- 
ings, beeause dishonesty was an unheard-of thing among 
them. 

In time the honesty of the colonists became accepted 
without question by the American business men of the 
city. There was no giving of promissory notes when 
a Portuguese borrowed money or bought on credit. A 
business man of the city said recently that when a 
Portuguese gave a promise to pay a certain sum at a 
certain time, the sun might forget to rise at its ap 
pointed time, but the Portuguese would correct the er- 
ror with his clock and be there right on the dot. 

The colonists did not live clannishly to themselves, 
but mingled freely with the other citizens and every- 
where were made welcome. Their only community 
centers have been their three Presbyterian churches, now 
merged into one—the Northminster—one of the largest 


churches im the city. Ninety per cent of the member- 
ship of Northminster are Portuguese and of Portuguese 
descent. The church is modern in every respect, with 
its pipe organ, auditorium, Sunday school rooms, Ii- 
brarv, and a little printing office where church bulle- 
tins and announcements are published. 

From the outset the Portuguese developed a passion 
for learning. Authorities differ as to the percentage of 
their illiteracy when they arrived. One estimate is that 
80 per cent could read and write, most of them having 
learned in Kalley’s schools. A. P. Vasconcellos says, 
however, that at the time it was a matter much tal’ed 
about if-there was a single member of a whole family 
who could read and write. Many of them undoubtedly 
were well educated at the beginning. But certain it is 
that none would have tried to come where all could not 
go and if 20 per cent or even 5 per cent had been 
barred by literacy test, America would have lost this 
fine colony. 

Without exception the Portuguese have supperted the 
schools enthusiastically. One school authority declares 
that, on the average, the Portuguese.children are bet- 
ter students than children of the older American races. 
Today the head of the county school system is H. H. 
Vasconcellos, descendant of one of the original colonists. 
When he was elected to the office he led his party's 
ticket at the polls. Another Portuguese, of the same 
name but not kin to this man, Manuel G. Vasconcelios, 
is one of the leading educators of the city. 

The 2000 Portuguese in the city of Jacksonville are 
represented in practically every profession and business 
in town. 

The longevity of the original colonists ‘ truly re- 
markable, Mr. and Mrs. Antonio Gouveia are both living 
and are in their nineties. Mrs. Joseph de Ornellos, at 
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the age of 101, is still sprightly and able to talk in- 
terestingly of the days of tribulation. Mrs. Gerarda 
Ferreira, at the age of 98, is as young as Many a wom- 
an of 68 Mrs. Antonia Vieira, Mrs. John Vieira and 
Mrs. Rita Vieira are a trio of octogenarians who like 
to get together once in a while and talk of old times. 
A. P. Vasconcellos, who came over in 1853, still actively 
manages his grocery and it is said his check for $50,000 
would be honored instant!y by any Jacksonville banker. 
Mrs. Alice Andrada, another octogenarian, can tell viv- 
idjy her .first impressions of this country when she
